PRESSURE  ON  R0UMAN1A 
IS  NOW  BEING  RELIEVED 


Retreat  in  Dobrudja  Is  Ended 
and  Entente  Forces  Are  As- 
suming Offensive  Against 
von  Mackensen. 


Generals  Bertholet  and  Sak- 
haroff,  Brilliant  French  and 
Russian  Tacticians,  Aiding 
in  Work  of  Defence, 


Enemy  Is  Driven  Back  at  Sev- 
eral Points  on  Frontier,  but 
Claims  Successes  Elsewhere 
—Bavarians  Chased, 


LONDON.  Nov.  4.— The  Entente's  de- 
vice* for  handling  Field  Marshal  von 
Mackensen'*  assaults  upon  Koumanla  al- 
ready enow  signs  of  maturity.  The  re- 
treat In  the  Dobrudja,  which  ended  more 
than  a  week  ago,  nan  been  transformed 
Into  an  offensive.  Official  reports  from 
Bucharest  and  Petrograd  nay  that  along 
the  whole  front  from  the  Danube  to  the 
•en  Russian  sooutts  have  worked  for- 
ward and  are  keeping  the  Teuton*  busy. 
The  main  entente  forces  evidently  are 
holding  a  line  along  a  ridge  aboute  five 
miles  from  the  Danube,  with  ample  for- 
tification*. 

In  Transylvania  the  Roumanians  are 
fighting  with  confidence,  holding  all 
Touton  assaults,  while  in  the  Jlui  val- 
ley they  are  pursuing  the  routed  Ba- 
varians. The  Austro-German  sweep  is 
now  believed  to  have  been  definitely 
turned  back. 

Hews  afflelent  Disposition 

Latest  dispatches  from  various 
sources  Indicate  that  Major-General 
Bertholet  Has  disposed  his  high  com- 
mand In  a  manner  believed  to  be  more 
affective  against  the  highly  organised 
German  machine  with  which  Field  Mar- 
shals von  Falkenhayn  and  von  Macken- 
sen seek  to  destroy  Koumanla. 

Russia's  latest  contribution  to  ths 
Roumanian  staff  Is  Lieut-General  Vlad- 
imir Sakharoff,  one  of  the  most  bril- 
liant strategists  In  all  of  the  Csar's  ar- 
mies. H*  has  arrived  in  Bucharest,  and 
will  forthwith  take  command  of  the 
army  of  Russians,  Roumanians  and 
Sorbs  that  had  to  retreat  before  van 
Mackensen  In  Dobrudja.  General  Sak- 
haroff cam*  Into  prominence  last  Sum- 
mer In  the  Russian  offensive  In  Galicle, 

General  Blalyvev,  another  distinguish- 
ed Russian,  has  been  assigned  to  the 
passes  of  ths  lower  Carpathians,  with 
General  Iliesco,  who  organised  ths  Rou- 
manian armies  prior  to  their  entry  Into 
s  the  war,  and  who  has  been  responsible 
for  the  Wallachien  front. 

BUCHAREST,  Nov.  4.— The  War.  Of- 
fice '  announced  today  that  Roumanian 
troops  have  advanced  to  the  west  of  the 
Buxeu  stream  and  sleo  at  Table  Butzi, 
on  the-  Transylvanlan  front. 

West  of  the  Jlul  the  pursuit  of  the 
Austro-German   forces   continues. 

There  has  been  a  bombardment  all 
•lops;  ths  Danube. 

PETROGRAD,  Nov.  4.— The  continued 
retreat  of  the  Austro-German  forces  in 
the  Jlul  valley,  on  the  southern  Tran- 
sylvanlan front,  was  announced  today 
by  the  War  Office.  Additional  prison- 
ers and  four  guns  were  captured  by 
Roumanian  troops. 

Berlin  Bsport 

BERLIN,  Nov.  4.— Rosea  heights, 
southeast  of  Altschan*.  on  the  Hun- 
garian-Roumanian front,  have  been  oc- 
cupied by  Roumanian  troops,  the  War 
Office  announced  today.  In  the  region 
of  Predeal  Austro-German  forces  recap- 
tured a  position  from  the  Roumanians. 

The  text  of  the  announcement  fol- 
lows: 

"On  the  northern  part  of  the  Tran- 
sylvanlan eastern  front  fighting  was 
again  more  aotlve,  but  thus  far  with- 
out Important  Infantry  engagements. 
On  ths  south  front,  an  Isolated  Rou- 
manian attack  was  repulsed.  Rosea 
heights,  south  of  Altachals,  have  been 
occupied  by  the  enemy. 

"Southwest  of  Predeal  we  recaptured 
a  Roumanian  position  which  had  been 
taken  on  November  I.  but  lost  again  the 
following  night  More  than  160  prison- 
ers fell  Into  our  hands. 

"During  an  enterprise  on  the  part  of 
Austro-Hungerlan  motorboats  against 
an  Island  In  the  Danube  southwest  of 
Rustchok,  south  of  Bucharest,  on  the 
•Bulgarian  side  of  the  Danube,  two  can- 
non and  four  mine  throwers  were  cap- 
tured."

On  the  arrival  here  of  the  official  cer- 
tificate of  Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  presid- 
ing officer  for  the  taking  of  the  vote  of 
the  soldiers  In  Europe,  the  Government 
Will  resign.

» "Now  that  ths  elections  arc  over  and 
we  know  definitely  the  actual  results, 
it  Is  perhaps  incumbent  on  me  as  Pre* 
mier  to  make  a  public  statement  as  TO 
the  present  situation. 

constitutional  practise 
t  my  Government  to  carry 
newly  elected  representa- 
tives of  the  people  meet  in  Legislative  ] 
Assembly,  yet  I  would  not. do  so  In  the  j 
face  of  ths.  well  expressed  and  conclu- 
sive verdict  of  the  people  so  recently 
recorded.  Before  any  new  Government 
can  be  formed,  however,  the  statute  re- 
quires that  ths  returning  officer,  who,  in 
this  case,  is  the  Deputy  Provincial  Sec- 
retary, shall  officially  declare  thj>  suc- 
cessful candidates  elected  before  any  of 
them  would  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House,  and  any  elected  member  would 
then  vacate  his  seat  If  he  accepted 
office  under  the  Crown.  This  declara- 
tion cannot  be  made  until  after  the 
Deputy  Provincial  Secretary  has  re- 
ceived the  official  certificate  from  ths 
Agent-General  in  London.  Under  theae 
circumstances  the  present  Government 
must  retain  office  until  the  legal  for- 
malities are  complied  with,  which,  I  ex- 
pect, will  be  early  this  month,  when  I 
will  hand  my  resignation  to  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

Mae  wo  Secrets 

"I  have  no  regrets  to  offer  in  connec- 
tion with  my  tenure  of  office  as  Pre- 
mier, either  on  behalf  of  my  colleagues 
or  myself.  During  that  comparatively 
brief  period  we  endeavored,  to  the  beat 
of  our  ability,  to  carry  on  the  general 
policies  to  which  we  fell  heir,  and  which 
In  the  main  had  been  strongly  endorsed 
by  the  electorate  et  previous  elections, 
as  well  ss  to  Initiate  such  new  and  pro- 
gressive plans  as  seemed  to  be  in  the 
public  interest. 

"We  accept  the  defeat  of  the  party  of 
which  I  am,  for  the  time  being,  the 
leader.  In  the  best  possible  spirit  and 
bow  gracefully  to  the  verdict  of  the 
people,  whose  decision  is,  and  should 
be,  final. 

"Notwithstanding  the  fact  thst  the 
confidence  hitherto  reposed  by  the  peo- 
ple of  British  Columbia  in  the  outgoing 
Government,  of  which  I  was  a  supporter 
since  IrOS  and  a  member  sines  lf09. 
has  been  so  unmlstakeebly  withdrawn, 
we  have  nothing  but  the  utmost  of  good 
wishes  towards  them.

"I  cannot  conclude  without  express- 
ing to  the  people  of  Vancouver  my 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  contin- 
ued confidence  which  they  have  shown 
by  re-electing  me  sa  one  of  their  repre- 
sentatives for  the  fifth  consecutive 
time.

LONDON,  Nov.  4.— The  British  War 
Office  tonight  issued  the  following  com* 
municatton: 

"South  of  the  Ancre  the  situation  la 
unchanged.  ' 

"During  the  day  we  bombarded  the 
enemy's  lines  north  of  La  Basss  canal 
and  In  the  neighborhood  of  Bola 
Grenler   and    Messines.         . 

"Our  aircraft  successfully  bombed 
many  enemy  billets  yesterday.  One  of 
our  machines  attacked  and  destroyed  a 
hostile  airplane,  but  was  attacked  and 
fell  Inside  the  enemy'a  Unas.  Four 
other  machines  failed  to  return. 

"The  strong  westerly  winds  daring* 
the  past  three  weeks  have  made  our 
aerial  operations  difficult,  since  they 
drift  our  machines  far  over  ths  en- 
emy's front  and  compel  them  to  return 
slowly  against  the  head  wind." 

The  text  of  the  afternoon  statement 
reads: 

"Rain  fell  heavl|y  during  the  night.

It  will  bo 
remembered  that  Mr.  Lloyd  George  Im- 
mediately ceme  out  with  an  emphatic 
statement  in  an  interview  given  to  the 
American  newspapers  saying  thst  Great 
Britain  would  resent  any  attempt  on 
the  pert  of  any  neutral  government  to 
institute  a  peace  movement  at  that  time. 
The  British  Secretary  for  War  declared 
that  Great  Britain  had  only  begun  to 
fight,  and  recalled  that  It  took  England 
twenty  years  to  defeat  Napoleon.  A 
few  days  later  Premier  Asqulth  made  a 
statement  In  the  House  of  Commons, 
'That  this  war  cannot  he  allowed  to  end 
in  some  patched  up  and  dishonoring 
compromise  masquerading  under  the 
name  of  peace.' 

"These  emphatic  statements  caused 
the  German  Government  to  abandon  its 
efforts  et  arriving  at  a  peace  through 
ths  good  offices  of  the  United  States. 
Messrs.  Lloyd  George's  and  Asqulth's 
statements  were  so  evidently  intended 
to  head  off  the  movement  which  wss 
being  inttleted  thet  it  seemed  useless  te 
go  further  with  It.  Ths  result  was 
that  Mr.  Ssbln  was  placed  in  ths  un-

Agriculturists  Discuss  Prob- 
lems, at  Duncan  Meeting — 
Will  Work  to  Place  Industry 
on  Satisfactory  Footing, 


DUNCAN.  Nov.  4. — One  of  the  largest 
meetings  ever  held  In  Dunoon  gathered 
today  at  the  Opera  Houae  to  discuss  the 
beat  ways  and  means  of  assisting  the 
Vancouver  Island  farmer  In  his  occupa- 
tion. When  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  shortly  after  11  o'clock  by  the 
chairman.  Major  Mutter,  there  were 
more  than  100  in  the  .hall  and  many  wo- 
men. 

The  chairman  explained  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  by  the  Cowi- 
chan  Creamery  Association  to  arouse  -the 
enthusiasm  of  the  farmers  for  greater 
co-operation.  Mr.  C.  G.  Palmer  then 
read  a  paper  outlining  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting. 

"The  present  conditions  and  their  im- 
mediate prospects  for  the  farmers  on 
this  Island  have  given  vise  to  a  great 
deal  of  dissatisfaction  and  several  far- 
mers have  suggested  that  it  would  be 
a  good  thing  to  have  a  union  represent- 
ing the  whole  body  of  farmers. 

"The  Cowlchan  Creamery  is  an  exist- 
ing organization  of  farmers  for  certain 
special  purposes  and  is  in  favorable 
position  to  give  a  lead  in  starting  a  gen- 
eral farmers'  organization,  if  the  far- 
mers are  willing  to  unite  themselves  for 
mutual  help.  The  directors  of  the 
creamery  have  therefore  taken  up  the 
matter  and  called  this  meeting  and  have 
deputed  me  to  explain  the  general  idea 
of  the  proposed  union. 

"Before  going  further  I  think  this  is 
the.  place  to  particularly  point  out  that 
the  creamery  Is  simply  trying  to  help 
In  starting  the  union  and  no  more.  When 
you  have  appointed  a  committee  for  the 
farmers'  union  that  body  will  take  com- 
plete charge  of  their  own  business  and 
the  Cowlchan  Creamery  will  have  no 
connection  whatever  with  them,  though 
It  will  naturally  follow  a  friendly  and 
helpful  course  As  towards  a  friendly  or- 
ganisation. 

Make  rawing  Profitable 
"This  meeting  has  been  called  In  the 
hope  of  starting  a  union  by  which  all 
the  farmers  of  this  Island  may  be  en- 
abled to  combine  their  forces  to  the 
purpose  of  making  farming  a  profitable 
Industry.  In  the  word  'farmer'  we  In- 
clude all  the  growers  of  food  products 
of  every  kind,  whether  grain  growers, 
cattle  farmers,  fruit  growers,  dairymen? 
poultry  men  or  any  other  kind  of  food 
growers.  These  are  universally  acknowl- 
edged to  be  the  basic  industries  of  the 
world,  and  all  food  prices  depend  on, 
and  almost  all  other  prices  are  also  very 
greatly  Influenced  by,  their  output. 

"If  the  industry  of  food  production  is 
doing  well  the  cost  of  living  is  kept 
pretty  low,  but  if  food  production  is  not 
turning  out  well  the  cost  of  living  must 
go  up  and  the  whole  community  suffer 
by  It.  If  farming  cannot  be  made  profit- 
able, the  men  engaged  In  It  must  by  de- 
grees drop  the  Industry  and  make  ex- 
penses still  higher  and  still  worse  for 
the  community  as  a  whole.  The  first 
point  Is  that  the  farming  industry  ought 
to  be  profitable  and  is  not  so  at  present. 
The  second  point  is  that  any  Improve- 
ment in  the  conditions  surrounding  the 
Industry  can  only  be  made  by  the  ef- 
forts of  the  farmers  themselves.  Ex- 
perience has  shown  us  that  help  from 
outside  Is  not  very  effective  and  la  not 
to  be  depended  on  as  a  regular  thing. 
The  third  point  Is  that  the  scattered 
efforts  of  individual  farmers  do  not  have 
much  effect,  and  the  spasmodic  out- 
bursts of  farmers'  mass  meetings  do 
not  In  practice  amount  to  much  more. 
To  carry  on  a  continuous  policy  and 
keep  up  a  steady  pressure  It  Is  necee<' 
nary  for  the  farmers  to  form  themselves 
Into  a  .compact  organization  which  can 
art  as  a  body  with  persistent  weight 
and    influence. 


"The  general  idea  proposed  for  the 
start  Is  a  union  with  a  central  commit- 
toe  nominated  at  this  meeting.  The 
committee  to  have  power  to  add  to  Its 
number,  to  conduct  all  the  buslnesa  of 
the  union  and  to  sand  out  delegates  to 
sil  farming  settlements  of  the  Island 
with  Instructions  to  cadi  local  meetings 
of  farmers  and  lnrlte.  them  to  Join  the 


union.  Eventually  every  group  of  union 
farmers  would  be  formed  into  a  far- 
mers' club  with  arrangements  to  meet 
at  convenient  times  and  places  and  dis- 
cuss all  farming  matters  In  which  they 
are  Interested.  The  secretary  of  each 
club  would  probably  be  made  a  member 
of  the  central  committee  and  would 
communicate  to  It  anything  the  mem- 
bers of  the  dub  wished  brought  be- 
fore the  central  committee. 

"We  look  to  this  Union  getting  Into 
gear  with  similar  organizations  all  over 
the  Mainland  aa  soon  as  possible.  By- 
laws and  rules  will  naturally  be  drawn 
up  by  the  central  committee  as, occa- 
sion arises.  To  start  the  central  com- 
mittee with  funds  enough  to  pay  for 
stationery,  stamps;  and  the  travelling 
expenses  of  delegates  each  member  en- 
rolled Is  aaked  to  pay  a  donation  of  SI 
which  will  be  handed  to  the  committee 
elected  by  tha  members. 

"The  work  of  such  a  Union  would 
mainly  be  run  on  two  lines.  By  dis- 
cussion In  the  clubs  and  by  the  infor- 
mation circulated  among  themselves 
every  farmer  would  at  times  learn 
something  which  would  help  him  on  his 
farm  and  add  to .  his  making  In  one 
form  or  another.  When  any  point  arose 
which  required  Internal  regulation  or 
some  fixed  price  in  dealing,  outside  or 
some  legislative  action,  the  central  com- 
mittee would  be  able  to  take  action 
with  very  considerable  authority  as  rep- 
resenting the  whole  body  of  the  far' 
mere  in  the  Union.  When  linked  up 
with  similar  organisations  on  the 
Mainland  the  combined  unions  would  be 
exceedingly  powerful. 

"Our  immediate  object  today  Is  to 
start  the  organization  of  the  proposed 
Union  and  not  to  discuss  the  various 
questions  which  that  body  may  con- 
sider it  desirable  to  take  up,  but  Just 
as  an  example  of  what  it  could  do,  I 
raorely  mention  a  few  of  the  most  ob- 
vious items  of  useful  action,  namely, 
favorable  arrangements  "with  regard  to 
seed  of  all  kinds,  obtaining  and  .circula- 
tion information  on  any  subjects  tha 
clubs  ask  about,  economical  arrange- 
ments with  regard  to  bulls  and  rams, 
regulating  the  prices  of  some  products 
such  as  milk,  action  in  the  matter  of 
railway  freights,  and  with  regard  to  ad- 
mitting farm  laborers  to  B.C.  under 
special  arrangements.  Most  farmers 
at  present  can  think  of  sotne  more 
points  in  which  the  assistance  of  the 
Union  would  be  of  considerable  help  to 
them,  and  I  hope  that  they  will  press 
these  points   when   the  time  comes. 

"To  put  it  In  another  way,  the  efforts 
of  the  Union  would  be  directed  to  the 
task  of  educating  ourselves  to  look 
after  our  Interests,  to  Initiating  and 
helping  in  the  working  out  of  a  certain 
amount  of  co-operation  where  It  is 
thought  profitable  to  regulate  outside 
dealings  where  it- seems  advantageous 
to  us  all.  and  to  at  all  times  support 
the  Interests  of  the  whole  body  of  far- 
mers with  authority  as  their  accredited 
,  representatives  and  with  power  derived 
from  their  all  pulling  together. 
yrogeaea  Unions  Aettvltles 
"At. the  present  stage  of  proceedings 
I  don't  think  any  more  detailed  fore- 
cast of  the  Union's  activities  need  be 
attempted  by  me,  and  for  my  part  In 
the  business  there  only  remains  to  ac- 
quaint you  with  the  procedure  by  which 
it  Is  hoped  to  get  the  Union  started. 
The  steps  to  be  taken  are  as  follows: 
When  the  meeting  has  fully  discussed 
the  various  aspects  of  the  question  and 
tabled  any^resolutions  the  meeting  de- 
sires, and  when  the  chairman  considers 
the  time  ripe  for  It.  the  chairman  will 
declare  discussion  closed  and  call  a 
show  of  hands  by  all  those  who  are 
willing  to  at  once  enroll  themselves  in 
a  farmers'  union,  and  also  to  give  SI 
each  towards  starting  expenses.  The 
chairman  will  then  call  upon  all  sup- 
porters to  come  up  in  turn  to  the  table. 
Inscribe  their  names  oo  ths  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  each  sup- 
porter to  lay  down  fl  for  starting  ex- 
penses. Ths  above  chairman  will  ask 
for  nominations  for  a  provistoaal  and 
organising  committee,  the  members  of 
which  will  be  elected  to  proceed  an  they 
think  fit.  The  committee  will  be  asked 
to  eleet  a  secretary-treasurer  from 
among  themselves,  and  the  oaalrman 
will  then  take  over  the  money  collected 
to  the  secretary-treasurer  and  dissolve 
the  meeting.  After  that  ths  creamery 
Will  have  no  more  connection  with  It. 
"At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Palmer's 
address,  the  chairman  opened  the  meet- 
ing for  discussion.  Mr.  Dooney.  of 
Cowlchan  ntatloa,  considered  that  the 
needo  of  a  Union  smoogst  the  farmers 
wss  essential  and  whatever  the  cost, 
fl  or  IS  per  month  to  the  farmer,  he 
considered  the  farmer  would  reap 
benefit   tenfold. 


that  he  was  delighted  to  see  so  large  a 
gathering  at  the  meeting  for  the  pur- 
pose oftorgenising  a  union.  He  consid- 
ered that  the  preaent  farming  conditions 
were  very  unsatisfactory,  especially 
wl>h  regard  to  the  milk  business  at  the 
present  time.  Mr.  Helgeson  considered 
that  the  farmer  was  not  securing  a  fair 
return  for  this  product.  If  organized 
Into  a  strong  body,  then  would  the 
farmer  secure  satisfaction. 

Mr.  Charles  Bazett  stated  that  he  had 
prayed  for  many  years  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Farmers'  Union  and  compli- 
mented the  Cowiohan  Creamery  tor  the 
able  manner  in  which  they  had  taken 
the  Initiative  in  calling  this  meeting. 
He  considered  that  agriculture  waa  the 
one  occupation  where  there  should  be 
co-operation.  The  farmer  had  the  power 
to  bring  the  world  to  his  feet  and  com- 
mand the  price  be  requested  for  his 
product  and  not  accept  the  price  that 
anyone  chooses  to  give  him. 

Mr.  It.  M.  Palmer  considered  the  for- 
mation of  la  union  was  the  right  step 
for  the  farmers  to  take.  The  farmers, 
he  continued,  had  two  large  obstacles  to 
contend  with,  the  first  being  the  want 
of  organization  and  the  second  produc- 
tion. 

i*aok  Of  Organization 

Mr.  K.  F.  Duncan  stated  that  an  out- 
standing lesson  he  learned  during  his 
recent  Candidature  was  the  lack  of  any 
organization  whereby  the  farmers  could 
express  to  their  representatives .  the 
actual  requirements  of  agriculture.  He 
went  on  to  say  that  Judging  by  the  In- 
terest shown  by  other  bodies  In  the 
community  getting  together,  that  neces- 
sity now  fell  upon  the  farmers  to  fol- 
low suit  in  order  to  check  the  encroach- 
ment of  corresponding  organizations.

Union"  or  some  such  similar  name,  and 
that  efforts  be  made  to  bring  in  the 
other  districts  of  the  Province.  This 
resolution  was  carried  Without  a  dis- 
senting voice.  Direct  application  for 
membership  to  the  new  organization  was 
made  by  7«  farmers  present  In  this 
meeting.   -

Walter  Peterson;  Deerholme,  Mr.  Marls

Co-operation  of  American  Coun- 
tries With  Entente  Powers 
Would  Practically  Make 
Future  Warfare  impossible.

LONDON,  Nov.  4.— Bir  Leo  CM 
Money,  M.  P..  well-known  economist  and 
member  of  ths  war  trade  advisory  com- 
mittee, has  written  an  article  entitled 
"Trustees  of  Civilisation:  The  United 
Btstes  ss  Judge  of  ths  Supreme  Court." 
In   It  he  says: 

"It  was  inevitable  that  America  could 
not  remain  s  mere  spectator  of  the  Eu- 
topean  conflagration.  The  United  States 
Uovernmeht  has  dominion  over  one  of 
the  fsw  great  territories  of  a  small 
world,  a  world  which  science  Is  over 
rendering  smaller  In  relation  to  man's 
activities  by  multiplying  the  mesas  of 
locomotion  and  communication.  The 
time  has  forever  gone  when  any  part 
of  the  world  can  look  on  with  Indlffsr- 
«iim  or  detachment  while  another  part 
suffers  that  suspension  of  civilization 
which  we  call  war." 

Oosspensd  to  Take  Fsrt 

Sir  Leo  declares  further: 

"The  American  Government  finds  It- 
self compelled.  In  the  Interests  alike  of 
humanity,  of  treaty  rights,  and  of  the 
immediate  safety  of  its  subjects,  to 
take  a  determined  band  in  the  bloody 
affairs  of  the  Old  World  and  to  assert 
Itself  ss  a  chief  trustee  of  affronted 
civilisation." 

The  war.  Sir '  Leo  goes  on,  must 
either  end  in  such  a  pace  "as  will  end 
for  mankind  the  possibility  of  its  re- 
newal," or  the  world  In  the  whole  will 
i>"  exposed  to  hideous  hazards  Against 
these  hazards,  given  an  Inconclusive 
peace,  each  power  will  have  to  prepare 
armaments  of  a  kind  and  degree  which 
will  reduce  the  warlike  preparations  of 
the  past  to  a  microscopic  scale.  Further, 
Sir  Leo  says: 

"What  (I  venture  to  put  it  to  any 
neutral  citizen  of  this  Integral  world) 
ought  to  be  the  attitude  of  every,  sane 
man  towards  the  new  dangers  which 
confront  the  safety  of  the  nations  and 
th<  very  safety  of  man?  ...  It  it 
the  manifest  duty  of  every  spectator  to 
leave  the  auditorium  for  the  arena,  to 
pass  from  spectator  to  man  of  action, 
to  leave  contemplation  for  the  honor  of 
mankind  and  the  safety  and  welfare  of 
hit:  posterity. 

Fact  for  Peace 

"There  is  a  great  pact  In  the  Now 
World  between  the  BrlUsh  Empire. 
France,  the  Russian  Empire,  and  Italy, 
to  war  upon  the  Central  Empires  unUl 
Belgium,  Serbia,  and  Montenegro  are 
restored  in  their  rights  and  liberties 
and  until  the  menace  of  Prussian  mili- 
tarism and  aU  that  goes  with  it  Is 
ended.     ... 

"Here,  then,  we  have  conjoined  for  a 
great  and  common  purpose  some  800, 
000,000.  or  one-half  of  all  the  people  of 
all  the  world.  Consider,  then,  the  pos- 
sibilities for  ths  world  which  would  ob- 
tain If  to  these  we  add  100,0*0,000  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  bringing 
with  them,  as  they  would,  undoubtedly, 
the  assent,  acclamation,  and  possibly 
lively  consent,  of  70.000,000  Latin-Amer- 
icans. With  such  a  pact  as  this,  there 
could  be  In  very  truth  trestles  made 
which  would  spell  ths  end  of  war  by 
consenting  to  a  common  rule  between 
themselves  They  could  Impose  upon 
the  remainder  of  the  world  a  rule  of 
peace"

We  are  now  In  billets 
resting  and  cleaning  up  after  a  pretty 
atlff  time  In  the  trenches.  We  had  a 
stiff  scrap  and  lost  lots  of  boys  killed 
and  wounded.  Including  several  of  the 
old   88th   bunch. 

"Poor  old  Tommy  Twose  was  killed. 
Yon  remember  he  used  to  be  a  steward 
In  the  club  (Camosun  Club).  We  were 
together  quite  a  lot.  Came  down  from 
London  together  the  last  nlgfit  we  were 
In  England  and  were  having  a  great 
time  at  Charing  Cross,  with  his  sisters' 
and  mine  all  in  a  bunch. 

"I  had  one  or  two  narrow  escapes. 
Had  my  rifle  smashed  and  also  one  of 
my  gas  helmets  torn  up  with  a  piece 
of  shrapnel,  but  was  lucky  enough  to 
come    out    without   a   scratch. 

"From  what  I  have  seen  In  the  papers 
the  Boches  must  be  catching  the  deuce, 
but,  of.  course,  all  we  know  So  how 
things  are  right  where  we  are,  and  1 
can  assure  you  that  ha  is  getting  all 
that  Is  coming  to  him,  and  we  hope  to 
glv«  htm  a  bit  more  because  that  won't 
be  bad  enough  for  him  after  the  way 
he  has  been  going.

Flight-lieutenant  Curtis  Wat- 
son, of  Victoria,  Intercepts 
Dirigible,  but  Engine  Trou- 
ble Puts  End  to  Struggle. 


Flight-Lieut.  Curtis  Watson,  writing 
from  the  advanced  naval  seaplane  Dase, 
France,  gives  an  account  of  Intercepting 
a  seppelln,  and  the  exciting  time  he  had 
righting  it  single-handed.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  principal  particulars  were 
•9#v©w*9iy  ct?riHor©o,  nut  enough  tictB  o©*3H 
passed  to  show  that  he  got  the  best  of 
the  fight,  and  had  he  not  been  forced 
to  come  down  on  account  of  engine 
trouble  he  would  have,  no  doubt,  de- 
stroyed the  zeppelin.  ,  He  landed  in  the 
Worth  Sea,  and  was  floating  around  for 
nearly  fifteen  hours  before  being  picked 
up.  For  two-thirds  of  the  time  he  waa 
drifting   helplessly   through  minefields 

Lieut.  Watson  left  here  at  the  end 
of  July,  1915,  entering  the  Aviation 
School  In  Toronto.  After  a  few  weeks 
there,  the  weather  being  most  unfavor- 
able for  training,  he  changed  to  the 
Wright  Brothers  School  of  Aviation, 
Dayton,  Ohio,  together  with  Fllght- 
Lieuts.  G.  Woodward,  Kenneth  McDon- 
ald, and  P.  Beaaley,  all  passing  in  Oc- 
tober, and  sailing  for  England  imme- 
diately. 

Lieut.  Watson  took  his  land  machine 
course  at  Eastbourne,  and  the  seaplane 
course  near  Portsmouth.  Soon  after 
his  final  examination,  he  was  sent  to 
Dover,  and  given  full  power  by  the 
naval  authorities  to  inaugurate  a  new 
system  of  training  for  observers,  and 
during  the  two  months  it  took  to  do 
this,  he  turned  out  an  exceptionally 
large  number  of  observers.  Just  before 
being  transferred  to  France,  he  made 
one  of  the  longest  flights  ever  made  out 
of  Dover,  being  on  a  continuous  flight 
for  five  hours.  Lieut  Watson  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  Watson,  proprietor  of  Wat-

A  very  interesting  letter  has  been 
received  from  Pte.  William  R.  Large 
who  left  here  with  the  l«th  Field  Am- 
bulance Corps  on  June  It,  191«.  Be- 
fore enlisting  he  was  employed  by 
Messrs.  K.  O.  Prior  a  Co.  for  fifteen 
years.  His  wife  and  daughter  live  at 
Royal   Oak.     The  letter  la   aa  follows: 

"We  have  moved  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, pitching  camp  here  last  Sunday 
evening,  after  marching  most  of  the 
day  through  most  unpleasant  condi- 
tions, at  times  pouring  with  rain.  Wa 
of  course  got  wet  early  In  the  day, 
but  kept  moving.  On  reaching  camp 
we  pitched  tents,  and  I  soon  got  Into 
some  dry  clothes.  I  had  Just  finished 
changing  when  we  received  orders  to 
pack  up  again  (about  100  of  us)  and 
move  on  six  miles.  I  waa  among  the 
lucky  onea  who  were  taken  In  the 
motor  ambulance.  Our  destination  was 
reached  In  due  time,  which  was  one 
Of  the  Regimental  Casualty  Posts,  our 
duty  being  the  transfer  of  the  wound- 
ed from  there  to  the  ambulance.  Wa 
were  on  duty  night  and  day  for  about 
14  hours,  being  relieved  last  night  and 
after  walking  soma  way  were  picked 
up  by  the  horse  ambulances  and 
brought  Into  camp,  tired,  hungry  and 
dirty,  not  having  washed  since  the  Sat- 
urday morning  previous,  so  that  yon 
ean  imagine  what  a  tough  looking 
crowd  of  man  wo  looked  when  wo 
reached   camp. 

"Since  coming  bora  I  have  seen 
sights  that  sicken  one.  I  have  talked 
with  German  wounded  and  the  grati- 
tude these  poor  chaps  express;  (or  try. 
as  moat  of  them  cannot  speak  Rgnllsh) 
sa  they  are  being  tenderly  attended  to 
for  their  wounds,  is  really  splendid.  I 
was  In  charge  of  a  stretcher  squad  and 
••alklng  by  our  »lde  waa  a  slightly 
weoadod  young  Gorman  who  came  to 
ua  to  have  W»  wovgds  dressed,  not 
daring  to  go  back  to  hie  own  lines  far 
tear  of  being  shot.  Of  course  all  ensos 
not   serious  or  aa   wa  csjl    them.

stretcher  cases,  and  many  of  tbem  can 
walk  after  being  dressed.  This  was 
the  case  with  this  German.  It  does 
one  good  to  see  the  gentle  and  yet 
swift  manner  in  which  these  poor 
chaps  are  handled  In  the  dressing 
room,  and  men  whom  to  look  at,  you 
would  consider  rough  and  clumsy,  talk- 
ing kindly  and  comforting  words  at 
the  same  time  dressing  the  wounds, 
as  gentle  as  women. 

"Just  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the 
gratitude  shown  by  the  latter  class  of 
the  German  wounded,  one  of  the  cases 
was  a  German  officer.  When  wo  had 
loaded  the  stretcher  in  the  ambulance 
one  of  the  boys  asked  him  if  he  was 
comfortable,  when  he  motioned  to  his 
tunic  which  wsa  unbuttoned.  Thinking 
be  wanted  It  fastened,  our  man  be- 
gan to  button  it  up  when  the  officer 
shook  his  head  motioning  to  his  Socket 
Inside  of  his  tunic.  Thinking  he  want- 
ed something  he  put  his  hand  In  and 
feeling  a  wallet  Inside  pulled  It  out 
giving  it  to  the  officer  who  when  it 
was  opened  took  out  20  marks  (in  Am- 
erican money  worth  about  $5)  and  gara 
lt  to  him,  saying  at  the  same  time 
with   a  smile  "Kamerad/    Good-bye."

Tha  society  la  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  donations,  but  the 
cltty  makes  a  substantial  grant  to  lta 
funds.  In  Seattle  three  separate  Insti- 
tutions, a  tubercular  sanitarium,  a  con- 
tagious dspartmont  and  a  children's  de- 
partment are  maintained.  Twenty-four 
nurses  are  employed,  three  being  visit- 
ing nurses  In  tha  tubercular  department. 
Two  nurses  devote  their  time  to  child 
welfare  work.  Some  of  tha  aldermen 
last  Monday  said  that  $90  was  too  much 
for  a  tuberculoma  nurse,  and  refused  to 
make  an  appointment  until  the  salary 
was  reconsidered  by  tha  health  com- 
mittee. The  health  committee  will  re- 
port tomorrow  night  that  at  least  $80 
should  be  paid,  and  will  recommend 
that  the  appointment  be  left  with  the 
medical  health  officer.

While  none  of  the  up-Ialand  towns 
have  bean  directly  communicated  with 
by  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  Is  taking 
the  Initiative  In  the  movement,  the 
newapapera  have  carried  information  to 
them  regarding  the  proposed  excursion 
and  the  various  districts  have  begun 
preparations  to  meet  and  entertain  the 
Victorians  daring  their  visit  Mr.  w.  A. 
McAdam,  secretary  of  the  Duncan  Board 
of  Trade,  has  notified  the  local  board 
that  tbe  Duncan  organisation  Is  planning 
to  hold  Its  quarterly  meeting  on  the  day 
of  tbe  arrival  of  the  excursionists.  The 
co-operative  spirit  will  be  predominant 
at  the  dinner  which  will  bo  held  at  Dun- 
can during  the  return  trip. 

The  Victoria  organisations  that  are 
supporting  the  excursion  are,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Trade:  The  Bank- 
ers' Association,  the  Island  Automobile 
Association,  the  Manufacturers'  Associ- 
ation, the  Real  Estate  Exchange,  the  Re- 
tall  Merchants'  Association,  the  Rotary 
Club,  the  Vancouver  Island  Fire  Under- 
writers snd  the  Victoria  and  Island  De- 
velopment Association.  Ail  these 
bodies  are  now  carrying  on  an  active 
campaign  to  secure  the  names  of  Vic- 
torians desirous  of  making  the  trip,  and 
so  far  with  good  results.

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Rotary  Committee  Wants  Fifty 
Motor  Cars  Volunteered  to 
Aid  in  Delivery  and  Collec- 
tion of  Envelopes, 


Sunday,  November  18,  an  envelope 
collection  will  be  made  in  the  city  and 
the  adjacent  municipalities  In  aid  of 
the  British  Bailors'  Relief  Fund.  This 
is  the  first  time  a  public  subscription 
hae  been  asked  for  the  British  Sailor! 
and  the  committee  of  the  Rotary  Club 
which  has  undertaken  the  work  of  the 
collection  for  the  Victoria  and  Esqui- 
mau Navy  League  has  adopted  $10,000 
as  its  slogan.  The  collection  will -be 
carried  out  along  the  same  lines  as 
was  tha,t  made  by  the  Women's  Cana- 
dian Club  for  the  prisoners  of  war 
fund.  The  envelopes  will  be  left  at 
every  house  in  the  city  on  Friday  of 
this  week  and  will  be  collected  on  the 
following  Sunday. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  collection  the 
city  has  been  divided  into  twelve  sec- 
tions, and  the  committee  has  based  its 
calculations  on  a  plan  of  seven  motor 
cars  for  each  section.  Under  such  an 
arrangement  It  Is  estimated  that  both 
the  delivery  and  collection  of  the  en- 
velopes may  bo  accomplished  within 
the  period  of  two  hours.  Forty  cars 
nave  been  volunteered  from  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Rotary  Club,  so  It  la 
now  necessary  for  the  committee  to 
appeal  to  motor  car  owners  of  the  city 
to  assist  in  the  work.  Between  40  and 
SO  cam  are  still  needed,  and  It  fts 
pointed  out  that  the  services  of  tbe 
csx  sod  driver  win  bo  required  only 
for  a  period  of  approximately  two 
hours.  TWo  soldiers  will  be  assigned 
to  each  car  for  tbe  purpose  of  visit- 
ing the  housee  so  that  the  least  pos- 
sible delay  should  be  experienced  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  undertaking.  The 
detachment  of  soldiers  to  help  la  the 
collection  has  been  volunteered  from 
tbe  ranks  of  tbe  Bantams  under  the 
express  permission  of  their  command- 
ing officer,   Lieut.

This  In  the 
first  time  an  appeal  has  been  made  to 
the  public  of  this  city  for  contributions 
to  the  relief  of  thee*  unfortunates. 
though  the  local  Jewish  Committee  for 
the  Relief  of  War  Sufferers  baa  quietly 
gone  about  tbe  work  of  collecting  funds. 
Which  have  totalled  thousands  of  dol- 
lars for  this  relief  work.  Mr.  F.  Lands- 
berg,  president  of  the  local  committee. 
said  yesterday:  "We  have  roaUsed  that 
the  people  of  this  city  have  a  host  of 
obligations  which  demand  their  first  at- 
tention. The  dependants  of  the  men  wbo 
are  fighting  for  the  noble  cause  of  the 
Empire  on  land  and  sea,  for  instance.

The  urgency  of  tbe  need  for  Immedi- 
ate assistance  may  be  best  expressed  by 
the  following  quotations  from  a  letter 
recently  received  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Plat- 
nauer,  secretary  of  the  Victoria  branch, 
from  the  national  secretary  at  Montreal. 
headquarters  of  the  Canadian  Jewish 
Relief  Committee: 

~ "Regarding  the  conditions  of  our  poor" 
and  unfortunate  co-rellgionlsts  in  the 
war  sons,  I  might  tell  you  that  from  in- 
formation recently  received,  same  1s 
moat  appalling  and  critical.  Apart  from 
the  scarcity  of  food  supplies — which  is 
bad  enough — the  most  serious  condition 
is  the  want  of  wearing  apparel  and  foot- 
wear.     These  are   almost    unobtainable. 

"One  other  bad  feature  that  has 
lately  presented  itself  In  the  war  sons  is, 
owing  to  the  extremely  bad  accommoda- 
tion for  the  sufferers,  parents  are  for- 
saking their  children,  thus  placing  the 
responsibility  snd  charge  on  the  shoul- 
ders of  the  already  heavily  burdened 
committees.  In  order  to  avoid  a  recur- 
rence of  last  Winter's  sad  page  of  his- 
tory, every  effort  must  bo  mode  to  suc- 
cor these  suffering  people  who  are  now 
crying  for  help.  I  am  sure  that  every 
human  being  with  a  thrill  of  sympathy 
must  respond  to  this  cry. 

"The  Northern  countries  in  Europe 
experience  a  similar  Winter  to  what  we 
have  In  Eastern  Canada,  and  therefore 
we  .know  what  the  shrill  blsst  of  the 
Winter  wind  means.  Picture  human  be- 
ing* deprived  of  their  homes  and  com- 
forts, scantily  clad  and  gaunt  with  hun- 
ger under  conditions  similar  to  our 
Bastsrn  Winter,  and  you  have  gained  a 
conception  of  what  the  larger  proportion 
of  the  vast  population  of  Poland  is  fac- 
ing today.  It  therefore  behooves  every 
one  of  us  to  render  those  poor  unfor- 
tunate sufferers  mvmry  assistance  that 
lies  within  our  power." 

The  local  branch  of  the  Jewish  Relief 
Committee  is  already  thoroughly  or- 
ganised for  the  tag  day  on  Friday.

H.  E.  Levy,  chairman  of  the  Ladles' 
Auxiliary  of  ths  Jewish  Society,  will 
have  charge  of  the  organisation  for  the 
street  collections.

ENFORCES  REGULATIONS 

Tire  Chief  Calls  Attention  of  Interested 

Tallies  to  nagnlsttoas  Providing 

■af eguerds  for  Pnbllo

The  practice  of  holding  public  gath- 
erings in  ths  sssembly  rooms  of  schools, 
lodge  rooms,  club  rooms,  etc..  a  practice 
directly  In  .contravention,  of  tbe  regu- 
lations which  permit  such  gatherings 
only  in  premlsss  where  provision  Is 
made  for  the  choirs  being  Axed  to  the 
floors,  has  fallen  under  the  ban.  Of 
late  such  gatherings'  have  been  held  In 
the  asssmbly  rooms  of  some  of  the  city 
schools,  ths  chairs  for  those  attending 
being  nnfastened  and,  oft-times,  not 
proper  care  having  been  taken  to  keep 
the  aisles  clear  as  tbe  fire  regulations 
require. 

Klre  Chief  Davis,  to  whom  complaint* 
by  prominent  citlssas  haVa  been  made, 
has  sent  out  notices  to  the  School 
Board,  the  managers  of  clubs  In  which 
public  entertainments  are  held,  and 
other  similar  organisation*,  calling  at- 
tention to  the  regulations.  The  ohlef 
recognises  that  many  of  the  public  en- 
tertainments given  in  such  premises  are 
for  good  objects,  but  in  tbe  fade  of  the 
definite  regulations  requiring  all  such 
premises  to  moot  certain  requirements, 
he  has  no  option  but  to  enforce  the 
law. 

The  City  Council  doubtless  can  grant 
permission  to  those  desiring  to  bold 
public  entertainment*  in  halls  not  com- 
plying with  the  regulations  calling  for

The  application  of  labor-saving  ma- 
chinery haa  increased  efficiency  almost 
everywhere  except  In  household  work. 
No  farmer  In  these  days  would  dream 
of  cutting  Jiis  grain  with  the  reaping 
hook  or  threshing  it  With  a  flail.  Tat 
his  wlfo  washes  and  Irons,  bakes  and 
scrubs  Just  as  bar  great  grandmother 
did.  She  baa  a  sawing  machine  in- 
deed, but  often  tha  task  of  running 
It  after  a  hard  day's  work  to  almost 
beyond  her  strength.  Dishwashing  to 
still  dreaded,  and,  too  often,  tho  water 
must  bo*  carried  from  a  distance. 

In  the  cities,  constantly  rurtninjr 
water,  hot  as  well  aa  cold,  greatly 
lightens  household  labor,  yet  even 
here  too  little  advantage,  so  far  as 
women's  work  In  the  home  to  con- 
cerned, is  taken  of  science  and  inven- 
tion. 

Tet  if  electricity  could  bo  cheaply 
produced  bow  much  would  the  labor 
of  women  be  lessened.  Will  the  day 
over  come  when  this  wonderful  agent 
will  do  aa  much  for  the  home  as  it 
now  dota  for  tho  Industrial  world  Out- 
ride? 

This  is  a  question  that  Interests 
every  woman.  Much  ingenuity  has 
been  displayed  in  invention  of  appara- 
tus. But,  so  far,  the  expense  to  pro- 
hibitive.

"Realising  that  at  tho  close  of  the 
war  national  prosperity  will  largely  de- 
pend upon  the  supply  of  young  cltlsens 
well  trained  for  the  full  discharge  of  all 
national  obligations,  the  representative 
managers  are  of  opinion  that  there 
should  be  no  curtailment  of  the  provi- 
sion of  higher  education,  that  evening 
school—work  should  be  continued,  and 
that  by  moans  of  scholarships  the  chil- 
dren of  poor  parents  should  be -able  to 
take  advantage  of  such  facilities.'- 

If  In  London  far-seeing  men  aee  In 
the  education  and  training  of  youth  the 
beat  preparation  for  peace,  no  city  in  the 
Empire  can  afford  to  be  either  negligent 
or  niggardly. 

It  only  need*  a  glance  at  the  beat 
British  periodicals  to  show  that  educa- 
tion is  engaging  the  attenUon  of  wise 
men,  but  it  would  take  long  and  earnest 
study  to  Judge  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
changes  proposed.  If  In  the  pact  Canada 
haa  been  satisfied  with  reaching  a  cer- 
tain standard  of  intelligence  and  effi- 
ciency, the  time  haa  come  to  take  ac- 
count of  our  achievements  end  to  aee 
whether  or  not  our  young  men  and 
women  will  be  fitted  to  take  their  part 
In  the  labors  and,  it  may  be,  the  trials 
of  tho  future.

NOT  BED  OF  ROSES 

Young  Englishman  Tells  of  Ex- 
periences—Hunger Makes 
Coarse  Meat  Delicate  and  Is 
Sharper  Than  the  Sword. 


Hanger  that  makes  coarse  meat  deli- 
cate, and  is  sharper  than  the  sword,  to 
still  felt  at  Bnglander-lager.  Ruhleben- 
bet-Spandau — to  give  the  German  intern- 
ment camp  its  full  title.  A  gentl 
who  occupies  a  position  of  responsibility 
in  London  has  a  son  at  present  to  Ruhle- 
ben. He  has  been  kind  enough  to  give 
detoUa  concerning  the  life  there,  sad 
these  are  beet  reproduced  la  the  form 
of  a  plain,  straightforward  story  taken 
from  the  young  man's  letters  to  bis 
father. 

When  war  broke  out  he  was  a  student 
In  Germany,  end  the  authorities  took 
good  care  to  make  escape  to  England 
Impossible.  He  was  allowed  a  limited 
amount  of  freedom  on  parole  for  a  time, 
and  then  detectives  escorted  him  in  a 
taxi-cab  to  Hanover,  where  he  was 
placed  in  the  midst  of  German  soldiers. 
The  treatment  hm  :  ecelved  there  was,  on 
the  whole,  not  bad.  In  fact,  ths  life  was 
practically  that  of  a  German  soldier.  A 
few  days  later,  however,  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  Ruhleben,  where  he  Immedi- 
ately wrote  home  for  supplies  of  food. 

In  company  with  others  he  was  placed 
in  the  internment  camp.  At  one  end  of 
the  racecourse  (where  the  camp  is)  ..re 
fifteen  sets  of  etablee,  each  set  contain- 
ing eighteen  horse-boxes  on  the  ground 
level.  Above  the  horse-boxes  Is  a  big 
loft,  formerly  used  for  storing  hay  end 
straw.  Exit  from  the  boxes  Is  effected 
by  sliding  doors  leading  into  a  passage 
To  each  box  there  is  one  small  window, 
6  feet  above  the  floor,  which  Is  of  con- 
crete In  the  pasaage  there  are  two 
cold-water  taps  to  supply  the  needs  of 
some  2&0  men.

evidence  given  in  the  letters,  which  are 
not  couched  In  hopelessly  pessimistic 
vein.  Some  of  these  epistles  are  posi- 
tively cheerful,  snd  almost  convey  the 
Impression  that  life  in  Ruhleben  is  a 
tragedy  with  more  than  the  accustomed 
leaven  of  comic  relief.  Thus  one  reads 
of  golf  being  played  until  nine  am. — 
early  rising  is  evidently  the  fashion  t 
ruhleben — amongst  the  prisoners  being 
English  teachers  of  that  popular  game 
Cricket  and  football  likewise  occupy  the 
attentions  of  the  Interned.  Nine  tennis 
courts  have  been  laid. out  on  a  hard  sand 
racecourse  track,  which  has  been  spe- 
cially prepared.  Toe  tennis  club  con- 
sists of  200  members,  each  of  whom  may 
enjoy  one  hour's  play  dally  in  return  for 
a  subscription  of  15  marks  for  the 
season,  payable  In  two  installments.  The 
games  ars  arranged  by  a  duly-elected 
committee  of  members  from  each  bar- 
racks. Practically  the  whole  of  the 
German  guard  has  been  removed  from 
Inside --the  camp,  which  Is  in  charge  of 
a  German  captain. 

Very  cheerful  It  all  sounds,  but  there 
Is  another  side  of  the  picture.  The  food 
provided  by  the  Germans  for  their  cap- 
tives Is  "mostly  liquid,  and  barely 
enough  to  sustain  life."  A  soup  of  In- 
describable unsavoriness  is  served  up 
Its  composition  Is  unknown,  but.  most 
probably,  acorns  form  the  basis  of  the 
repulsive  beverage.  Three  ounces  of 
bread  are  grudgingly  doled  out  every 
day  to  each  prisoner.  The  bread  Is  of 
such  vile  quality  that  one  must  be  on 
the  verge  of  starvation  to  eat  it.  Mere 
hunger  Is  not  sufficient  to  Induce  a  man 
to  break  that  kind  of  bread. 

If  health,  or  even  life,  is  to  be  main- 
tained, parcels  of  food  are  Indispensable 
at  Ruhleben.  That  Is  putting  the  case 
mildly.  Prisoners  euch  as  the  one  who 
has  supplied  the  Information  conveyed 
In  this  article  manage  very  well.  Since 
March,  1915,  he  has  received  from  his 
father  over  200  parcels,  and  In  every 
case  the  contents  were  Intact.  Even  on 
one  occasion  when  the  package  contain- 
ing fne  goods  had  been  roughly  used 
every  item  was  delivered.  Fortunately 
the  eender  had  taken  the  precaution  of 
labelling  the  contents  in  detail.  Great 
distress  prevails  amongst  the  friendless, 
whose  lot  Is  Indeed  terrible.  All  kinds 
of  food  are  acceptable  and  the  prisoners 
are  very  keen  on  supplies  of  condensed 
milk.  Amongst  the  other  foodstuffs  en- 
Joyed  by  the  Ruhlebenltes  are  steak-and- 
kldney  puddings  (this  Is  moat  popular), 
salmon,  butter  or  margarine,  Jams,  pre- 
served fruit  and  camp  pie.  Everything 
should  be  sent  in  hermetically  sealed 
tine 

As  parcels  from  England  occupy  from 
seventeen  to  twenty-eight  days  in  tran- 
sit, it  Is  not  practical  to  send  bread  from 
this  country,  especially  In  Summer. 
Notwithstanding,  there  is  a  way  of  pro- 
viding bread  for  Ruhleben.  Lady  Grant- 
Duff,  wife  of  the  retiring  British  Min- 
ister st  Berne,  presides  over  the  Bureau 
de  Secours  aux  Prisonnlers  do  Guerre, 
Berne,  and  In  return  for  money  will  see 
that  bread  la  sent  The  maximum  allow- 
ance of  bread  from  Switzerland  Is  4  lb. 
weekly  per  man.  Ths  bread  Is  made 
from  best  Marseilles  flour,  and  arrives 
in  Ruhleben  in  five  days.  The  commit- 
tee send  else  other  foods  as  requested. 
It  Is  not  difficult  to  surmise  that  the 
fortunate  recipients  of  parcels  act  gen- 
erously with  the  good  things  they  re- 
ceive, nevertheless  it  is  impossible  to 
satisfy  the  cravings  of  all  the  less  for- 
tunate Inhabitants  of  the  German  In- 
ternment camp.  As  usual  charity  Is 
abused,   some     prisoners     receiving  as

CANADIAN,  Texas.,  Oct  81.— Charles 
T.  Russell,  independent  minuter,  editor 
at  The  Watch  Tower,  and  prominent 
author  and  Bible  expositor,  died 
afternoon  of  heart  disease,  on  an  At- 
chison, Topeka  *  Santa  Pe  train,  en 
route  from  Los  Angeles  to  New  York. 
Pastor  Russell  complained  of  feeling  111 
soon  after  leaving;  Los  Angeles,  and 
i  gradually    grew    worse.       Death    came 

(hile  the  train  was  stopped  at  Pampa, 
exas.  near  here. 
Pastor  Russell's  full  name  was 
Charles  Taae  Russell.  He  was  born  in 
Allegheny,  Pa.,  on  February  16,  1852,  the 
son  of  Joseph  I*.  and  Anna  Eliza 
(Blrney)  Russell.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation under  private  tutors  and  was 
brought  up  under  the  Congregational 
faith.  Falling  to  find  satisfaction  by 
Inquiry  from  his  religious  teachers, 
young  Russell  rejected  his  early  re- 
ligious teaching,  and  for  ,  many  years 
searched  the  creeds  of  other  denomina- 
tions and  the  writings  of  religious  men 


ing  the  harmonious    plan    of    God    as 
taught  In  the  Scriptures. 

Pastor  Russell  died  practically  pennl- 
Iess.  He  has  no  bank  account  and  owns 
no  personal  property,  aside  from  a  few 
personal  effects,  nor  does  any  one  hold 
any  property  or  money  for  his  personal 
benefit.  He  never  took  up  a  collection, 
neither  do  any  of  his  associates.  .All 
moneys  are  donated  Voluntarily.  The 
pastor  took  the  stand  that,  as  he  would 
not  beg  for  himeslf,  he  surely  would  not 
beg  for  his  God.  His  life  for  the  past 
forty  years  has  been  devoted  exclusively 
to  religious  work,  and  of  late  years  has 
received  as  a  monetary  compensation 
the  same  as  other  traveling  evangelists 
of  the  Bible  Students'  Association, 
namely,  his  hotel  and  traveling  expenses, 
and  $11  per  month  for  Incidental  ex- 
penses. 

The  Or.at.st  of  All  Preachers 

The  death  of  Pastor  Russell  witnesses 
the    passing     of    the    world's   greatest 


and  philosophers.  Still  finding  no  sat- 
isfaction, Russell  turned, to  the  Bible, 
and  while  not  establishing  a  new  re- 
llgloue  creed,  be  established  an  inde- 
pendent ministry,  free  from  the  teach- 
ings and  doctrines  of  the  darker  vt.it. 
Pastor  Russell  was  not  only  president 
of  The  Watch  Tower  Bible  arid  Tract 
Society,  but  also  president  of  The  In- 
ternational Bible  Students'  Assoclat'on 
of  London* 'England,  and  Brooklyn,  New 
York.  /The/activities  of  this  soo'ety  ex- 
tend te  almost  every  country  on  earth, 
having  branch  ..offices  in  Melbourne, 
Barmen,  Elberfeld,  Orebro,  Chrlstlanla, 
etc.  During  the  year  1912  alone,,  this 
society*  distributed  the  enormous  total 
of  over  one  thousand  million  tract 
pages  throughout  the  world.  These 
tracts  are  printed  in  almost  every  lan- 
guage, and.  are  given  oat  free. 
1H voted  Tartan,  to  mellgloos  Work; 
Blad  reamiless 
In  hi*  early  years,  before  taking  up 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  he  acquired 
a  for  tone  of  considerably  over  a  qua  - 
ter  of  a  million  dollars  Crora  the  seta  of 
a  chain  of  five  stores,  which  his  busi- 
ne«s  ability  and  thrift  enabled  him  to 
upbuild.  The  greater  portion  of  this

As  a  Bible  expositor  and  as  a  stu- 
dent of  prophecy.  Pastor  Russell  ranks 
as  one  of  the  greatest  of  the  reform- 
era  In  his  six  volumes  of  "Studies  In 
the  Scriptures,"  the  Divine  Plan  of  the 
Ages,  as  ..outlined   in  the  Bible,   is  set 


greater  circulation  than  any  other  re- 
ligious book  la  the  English  language, 
excepting  the  Bible,  they  nouj  having 
reached  the  enormous  total  of  between 
aloe  and  ton  million  volumes.  The  first 
volume.  "The  Divine  Plan  of  the  Ages."

guages. Those  books  are  published  end 
distributed  practically  at  coot.

,  volume  of  studies  la  the  Scr)ptnref  ap- 
peared In  ISM,  the  second  In  IMO.  while 
In  ISM  appeared  bis  famous  volume 
entitled  "The  Day  of  Vengeance/*  or 
"The  Battle  of  Armageddon."  In  these 
volumes  1SH  le  pointed  to  as  the  date 
Indicated  by  the  Bible  prophecies  aa 
marking  the  close  of  the  Gentile  domin- 
ion, following  which  the  great  time  of 
trouble  mentioned  In  the  Bible  would 
come  upon  the  world,  which  trouble  will 
eventuate  in  the  gradual  establishment 
of  the  reign  of  peace  on  earth  under  the 
direct  control  of  Christ's  Kingdom.

river  gave  place  to  a  harder  formation 
and  offered  steeps  to  the  water  there 
wae  almost  necessarily  a  Roumanian 
settlement,  and  for  the  same  reason  a 
corresponding  township  wae  created  on 
the  harder  southern  bank.  Bo,  Just  as 
the  great  Assouan  dam  across  the  Nile 
was  made  by  us  Just  where 
stratum  of  granite  amid  the  desert 
offered  a  good  foothold,  so,  at  the  other 
extreme  of  the  Roman  Empire,  the  fa- 
mous railway  bridge  of- Cbernavod*  (or 
Black  Water)  had  to  he  construes** 
there  or  not  at  all. 


Probably  no  other  feature  of  Pastor 
ly  to  the  people  as  his  stand  for  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified  as  the  world's 
Redeemer.  His  great  doctrine  was  tbe 
ransom  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
the  hope  of  the  world  In  the  risen  Sav- 
iour. His  clear  presentation  of  the 
Gospel  of  Hope  held  his  audiences 
spellbound.  His  public  addresses  sel- 
dom lasted  less  than  two  hours,  and 
often  he  would  lecture  two  and  three 
times  a  day.  During  his  long  ministry 
of  over  forty  years  he  has  taken  his 
stand  upon  the  Bible,  absolutely  Inde- 
pendent of  the  creeds  and  doctrines  of 
the  past.  During  this  time  he  has  never 
ceased  to  herald  the  approach  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  as  the  hope  of  the  world,  when 
the  children  of  men  will  receive  the 
blessings  purchased  by  their  Redeemer 
at  Calvary,  when  the  long  prayed-for 
Kingdom  will  bring  reunion  and  resur- 
rection and' blessing  to  the  groaning 
creation. 

Like  all  ■  the  other  great  reformers  of 
the  past.  Pastor  Russell  has  been,  sub- 
ject to  much  criticism  and  persecution, 
from  other  religionists.  Seldom  have 
they  attached  his  etand  upon  the  Bible, 
but  have  been  content  to.  slander  his 
character.  In  this  connection  he  shares 
a  similar  distinction  with  Luther  and 
Wesley,  who  were  similarly  slandered 
and  misrepresented.  Pastor  Russell's 
name  will  go  down  In  history  aa  one  of 
the  greatest  of  the  reformer*,  while 
.the 'names  of  his  would-be  persecutors 
will  long  have  been  forgotten.  Probably 
no  man  during  the  past  century  has 
left  such  a  stamp  upon  the  religious 
world  as  Pastor  C.  T.  Russell. 


Tet  at  first  eight  the  task  would  seem 
hopeless  enough.  Including  its  via- 
ducts and  causeways,  the  bridge  Is  some 
111*  miles  mag.  and  extends  the  whole 
way  between  Chernavoda,  on  the  right 
bank,  and  Vetoed,  on  tbe  left  The 
bridging  of  the  moving  water  was  not 
tbe  most  serious  problem.  The  main 
stream  of  the  Danube  is  crooned  by.  a 
five-span  Iron  bridge,  900  yards  long  and 
about  100  feet  above  high-water  level. 
Tbe  four  stone  piers  found  a  hold  on 
the  harder  limestone  bottom,  and 
though  the  work  was  arduous  enough 
In  all  conscience,  it  did  not  present  any 
exceptional  engineering  difficulties.  But 
once  across  the  main  stream  the  line, 
descending  from  this  high  lever  by  a 
fifteen-span  viaduct,  1.000  yards  In 
length,  had  to  find  stable  foundations 
across  nine  miles  of  bog  and  swamp 
comparable  only  to  our  own  Chat  Moss 
— the  despair  of  so  many  of  our  earlier 
engineers.  Once  down  at  river  level  the 
train  runs  along  a  well-made  causeway 
that  here  and  there  turns  Itself  Into. a 
bridge,  or  widens  Into  a  small  halting- 
place  for  the  villages  of  Dunaren  and 
Borcea,  the  latter  giving  lta  name  to 
the  smaller  arms  of  the  Danube.  600 
yards  wide,  over  which  the  track  climbs 
up  again  to  the  buff  of  Fetescl.  ISO 
feet  above  the  water.  Thence  tba  rail- 
way escapes  from  the  Danube  and  soon 
turns  due  west  and  traces  a  nearly 
straight  run  of  seventy-five  miles  Into 
Bucharest. 

The  Importance  of  the  possession  of 
this  bridge  is,  of  course,  obvious  at  a 
glance.  Equally  obvious  Is  It  that  It 
is  easily  destroyed,  beyond  all  hope  of 
restoration  during  the  war.  No  other 
bridge  across  the  Danube  exists  for  380

of  cqurse,  nothing  at  all..  To  control  It 
Intact  means  to  the  Roumanians  the 
ability  to  launch  an  attach  against  the 
Bulgarian  roar  at  their  own  time.  To 
the  Bulgarians  the  same  advantage  Is 
offered  in  a  somewhat  limited  form. 
For  though  the  Bulgarians  might  have 
tbe  use  of  this  bridge  for  the  purposes 
of  a  rapid  advance— either  to  make  an 
Impression  upon  Bucharest,  or,  more 
sensibly,  to  secure  to  tbe  west  a  posi- 
tion on  the  northern  bank  for  a  bridge 
of  boats,  the  mere  fact  that  the  Rus- 
sians have  control  of  the  Black  Sea 
coast  will  always  render  the  presence 
In  the  Dobrudja  of  a  Bulgarian  expedi- 
tionary force  a  haaardous  matter.  The 
raid  is  an  interesting  episode  of  the 
war,  but  It  is  an  episode  only.

Roumanla  Is  generally,  and  rightly, 
credited  with  the  possession  of  the  most 
fertile  plains  in  Europe,  and  there  is 
a  natural  tendency  to  suppose  that  the 
advance  of  the  Bulgarians  and  their  al- 
lies along  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube 
is  taking  place  through  a  well-stocked 
and  pleasant  land.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
this  rather  random  expedition  has  been 
painfully  making  its  way  from  scarcity 
to  penury,  and  if  it  continues  It  Will  go 
from  penury  to  destitution  adsolute  and 
undisguised.  At  the  Bulgarian  frontier 
the  last  real  fertility  was  left  behind, 
and  the  mixed  army  which  has  occupied 
in  turn  the  towns  of  Turtukal  and  Silis- 
trla — both  of  them  Bulgarian  four  years 
ago — is  now  plunging  forward  across  the 
nearest  approach  to  an  Asian  desert  that 
Europe  can  offer.  Not  the  leaat  of  the 
difficulty  of  travel  in  this  region  is 
the  absence  of  water — a  curious  obsta- 
cle to  encounter  within  a  day's  march 
of  one  of  the  greatest  rivers  of  the 
Continent.  But  the  ground  of  which 
the  Dobrudja  is  composed  is  a  friable 
limestone,  almost  aa  little  able  to  re- 
tain moisture  as  the  shifting  grey-yel- 
low pumice  sand  with  which  It  Is  cov- 
ered. There  are  on  these  wastes  neither 
trees  nor  pasturage,  nor  cultivated 
fields.  Only  down  in  the  actual  swamps 
in  the  wide  bed  of  the  muddy  Danube 
itself  are  there  to  be  seen  the  undaunted 
willows  and  poplars  that  And  a  home 
where  nothing  else  can  live,  and  round 
them  vast  plains  of  bogs  covered  with 
reeds  and  coarse  grasses,  on  the  edges 
of  which  starved  sheep  and  buffaloes 
find  a  wretched  sustenance.  The  land 
itself  Is  ribbed  by  undulating  folds 
caused  by  vanished  streams,  and  the 
veils  are  a  hundred  feet  deep.  One  may 
well  ask  why  th|«t  expeditionary  force 
was  ever  ordered  out.  The  answer  Is  to 
he  found  In  one  word — the  Bridge. 

As  one  leaves  Constansa  (or  Kus- 
tendjl)  by  the  northern  section  of  the 
Orient  express,  one  realises  that  the 
railway  Is  in  truth  making  Its  way  along 
the  uttermost  limit  of  the  ancient  Ro- 
man Empire.  Just  as  Juvenal  was  ex- 
iled to  Assouan  on  the  edge  of  the  Sa- 
hara in  the  extreme  south,  so  Ovid  wae 
sent  to  meditate  upon  his  mora]  irregu- 
larities at  Constansa,  beyond  which 
nothing  was  known  to  Rome  but  sanQ 
and  swamp,  and  barbarians  disgusting 
to  the  luxury-lapped  Roman  offender. 
Not  only  must  the  Roman  Empire  have 
stopped  here,  but  there  is  direct  evi- 
dence on  both  sides  of  the  fact  that  It 
did  so  end.  Both  to  north  and  south 
traces  of  the  twin  frontier  walls,  called 
Trajaas  for  want  of  a  better  godfather, 
can  he  made  out.  They  followed  the 
crests  oa  either  side  of  the  dry  water- 
course along  which,  the  badly-con- 
structed single  track  line  le  laid,  and 
•*ht  on*  tons  been  a  fairly  effective  har- 
rier against  the  Incnrsions  of  the  Tar- 
tar and  the  Huh.  Beyond  Jtedjldia  the 
train  mounts  the  alight  northern  slope 
and  climbs  to  the  small  emtnenoe  of* 
Choree,  voia,  the  fortiaed  soathaen.  end 
a*  tho  great  railway  bride*  which  here 
crosses  the  watery  plain  of  the  Danube. 
Fhyataal  conditions  decided  the  mlaf,

Scheme. 


The  high  coat  of  llvlnc  baa 
merchants  and  cltlMaa  alike  of  Vic- 
toria, as  well  as  of  otbar  cities  wh*w 
the  mum  conditions  prevail,  to  Investi- 
gate the  possibilities  of  reducing  waato 
and  extravagance  la  the  proaaaa  of  sup- 
plying toe  pooplo  with  tho  necessities  of 
Ufa  Many  rauMtkmi  have  boon  made 
an  to  how  tbo  ittU  of  affair*  might  So 
bottorod  by  tM  elimination  of  old  and 
oumboroamo  methods  aok  the  introduc- 
tion of  mora  officiant    and    up-to-date 


Co-operative  delivery  for  Victoria 
marchanta  has  been  urged  for  soma 
months  past,  and  tho  Board  of  Trade  has 
been  dealing  with  the  question  for  a 
conaldoraMa  time  in  tho  effort  to  arrive 
at  soma  workable  scheme.  At  the  last 
mooting  of  tho  council  of  tho  Board  of 
Trade  Mr.  H.  O.  Klrkham  presented  the 
appended  latter,  although  In  consequence 
of  tho  pressure  of  other  business  It  was 
held  over  for  consideration  until  the 
next  meeting. 

In  tho  meantime,  Mr.  Klrkham'a  lat- 
ter should  provide  food  for  thought  for 
Victorians,  aa  It  la  baaed  upon  extensive 
research.  Individual  views  on  the  aub- 
Joot  with  suggestions  as  to  how  the 
proposed  scheme  of  co-operative  deliv- 
ery could  ha  put  Into  off  act  will  be  wel- 
comed by  the  secretary,  of  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

The  latter  follows: 

'  The  enormous  waste  of  time,  money, 
material  and  energy  through  our  pres- 
ent system  of  delivering  the  necessi- 
ties of  Ufa  to  our  homos  haa  been 
apparent  to  many  of  ua  for  **.me  time; 
but  it  haa  become  vary  pronounced  of 
late,  and  we  all  feel,  aa  unite  In  the 
British  Empire,  that  during  thla  time 
of  atroaa  and  turmoil  it  la  every  citi- 
zen's duty  to  practice  economy  to  the 
utmost. 

Without  further  preliminaries  and  as 
concisely  aa  possible  I  will  endeavor 
to  place  before  you  a  faw  items  of 
Interest  relative  to  "Co-Operative  De- 
livery." * 

Statistics  compiled  by  The  System 
Magazine  ahow  that  the  average  coat 
of  tha  delivering  of  groceries  In  the 
United  States  is  2  V,  per  cant  of  tha 
gross  sales,  but  tha  coat  of  delivery 
in  tha  West  la  much  higher  than  In 
tha  East,  and  4 .  par  cant  would  bo  a 
falrar  average;  and  statistics  ajso  show 
that  delivery  costs  have  mora  than 
doubled  during  tha  past  twenty   years. 


Now,  gentlemen,  tha  coat  of  grocery 
delivery  In  Victoria  la  still  higher.  I 
And  that  It  takes  4%  per  cant  of  tha 
gross  sajes  to  cover  thla  charge 
against  a  grocery  business.  Think  of 
It,  gentlemen.  If  a  grocer  la  doing  a 
modest  turnover  of  $10,000,  one-half 
Of  which  la  goods  delivered,  It  costs 
him  |450  to  gat  11,000  worth  of  goods 
delivered  to  tbo  homea  of  hla  custom- 
ers. Who  pays?  Why,  of  course,  it 
goes  on  to  tha  cost  of  goods,  and  tha 
consumer  pays  for  our  extravagance 
and    lock    of    system. 

In  Everett,  Washington^  In  January, 
19 IS,  fifteen  marchanta  began  deliver- 
ing on  a  co-operative  basis.  A  year 
later  we  "And  the  co-operative  com- 
pany Is  delivering  tha  anjea  of  forty- 
one  atorea  with  only  eleven  wagons 
and  four  nutoa,  a  total  of  fifteen  ve- 
hicles, this  being  laaa  than  one-hair 
of  the  equipment  formely  used.  Tha 
beat  of  feeling  axlata,  and  It  would 
be  difficult  to  persuade  any  of  the 
grocers  to  return  to  their  former 
method  of  delivery.  Tha  delivery 
company  collects  C.  O.  D.a  and  la  re- 
sponsibilities   for    all    breakages. 

A  company  In  Aberdeen  operated  tha 
first  month  with  no  mistakes  and 
breakages  amounting  to  fl.25.  In 
Everett  there  waa  no  mistakes  for  tha 
first  two  weeks,  and  a  18  cent  break- 
age tha  Aral  month.  In  Balllngham 
there  waa  no  mistakes  and  no  break- 
ages tha  -  first  month.  In  Hoqulan 
there  waa  one  mis-delivery  and  a 
breakage  amounting  to  $1.00  tha  first 
month.  *

I  believe  that  In  tha  above-mention- 
ed towns  and  a  faw  others  Including 
Ballard,  tba,t  tha  aystem  la  operated 
by  a  private  company,  tha  financial 
and  of  which  haa  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with  tbo  marchanta;  but  I  Un- 
derstand that  In  many  cities  of  tha 
United  States  tha  merchants  them- 
selves have  organised  their  own  com- 
pany,- and  in  many  instances  they 
have  found   it   a  profitable'  investment. 

For  instance,  Mr.  P.  K.  Turner,,  of 
Turner  a  Company,  grocers.  Helens, 
Montana,  informs  ma  that  tha  mar- 
chanta' delivery  company  waa  formed 
seven  or  eight  years  ago  and  started 
among  the  grocers.  They  took  ah  op- 
tion on  a  building  for  $9,0*0,  which 
thay  have  alnoa  paid  for;  and  tha 
marchanta  turned  over  their  equip- 
ment at  an  appraised  value  and  took 
stock  In  the*,  delivery  company  to  thla 
amount.  In  a  later  latter  Mn>  Turner 
informs  ma  that  a  stock  company  waa 
Incorporated,  and  each  aa  amber  sub- 
scribed 126.00  for  running  expenses. 
They  rented  a  building,  and  each  mam- 
bar  turned  In  hla  equipment  and  took 
stock  In  tho  company  for  tha  same. 
They  then  routed  tho  town  Into  tea 
different  routes,  hired  a  superinten- 
dent to  take  charge  of  tha  fcusJaaaa 
and  to  gat  tha  approximate  coot  of 
running  tha  same.  In  tha  first  In- 
stance, thay  charged  grocera  Xc  for 
each  delivery  of  S00  pounds,  mora  or 
less,  and  butchers  paid  Sc  for  Saliv- 
ary. Thay  operated  for  thirty  days, 
and  found  that  thay  warn  loalng 
money.  Thay  than  raised  their 
chargea  to  grocers  to  7c  and  meat  mar- 
kets to  «c  Thla  paid  their  running 
expenses  and  a  llttla  over.  In  form- 
ing tha  company  thay  elected  trustees, 
seven  In  number,  and  tha  trustees 
selected  a  president. 

Mr.  Turner  palate  out  that  It  re- 
lieves tha  merchants  from  much  worry, 
eliminating  responsibilities  for 
ways  and  aocldaata;  and  •*_.- 
not  expect  such  aa  alaberate 
la  fact,  thay  rathor  like  tha 
tlve  system  aa  thay  know  exactly  at 
what  hours  to  expect  delivery.  Mr. 
Turner  also  says  that  It  haa  elimin- 
ated 4k  sortooa  dhBculty  ta  tha  form  of

Tha  uee  of  delivery 
coupons  baa  bean  found  to  be  a  great 
convenience.  These  coupons  are  In 
tha  form  of  tags  which  are  attached 
by  tha  marchanta  who  buy  them  la 
large  quantities.  In  aaaa  of  a  C.  O. 
Delivery  tha  tea:  la  In  tha  form  of  aa 
envelope.  Into  which  the  driver  puts 
the  money  collected.  These  deliveries 
are  increasing  in  volume;  it  la  a  lSjat 
day  whan  the  company  doea  not  make 
900  of  them  and  aa  high  aa  $4$  C  O. 
D.  transactions  have  bean  delivered  a 
day.  The  fee  for  thaaa  deliveries, 
one-eighth  of  a  cent  mora  than  that 
of  the  ordinary  delivery.  The  defini- 
tion of  a  delivery  is  as  follows:  A 
grocery  delivery  la  defined  aa  laaa 
than  100  pounds  of  goods  contained 
In  not  more  than  throe  boxes  or  bas- 
kets for  delivery  at  one  time  to  one 
person.  A  butcher  delivery  is  fixed 
at  leas  than  $0  pounds.  The  company 
commenced  business  by  having  the 
vehicles  painted  uniformly  and  no  ad- 
vertisements. Shortly  afterwards  the 
advertising  apace  was  sold  to  a  dry 
goods  store  for  91.100;  aa  the  adver- 
tiser held  .  no  interest  In  the  com- 
pany the  stockbrokers  wore  well  satis- 
fied. 


A  March  Issue  of  Collier's  deals  at 
length  with  the  extravagance  of  retail 
merchandise.  One  of  the  moat  notable 
points  made  In  thla  article  la  In  tha 
case  of  milk.  In  New  York  a  farmer 
nete  only  90  per  cent  of  what  the  con- 
sumer pays,  the  other  70  per  cent  be- 
ing absorbed    In   distribution. 

It  appears  to  be  vary  difficult  to  get 
minute  deteile  by  correspondence,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  if  tha  merchants 
of  this  city  decide  to  commence  an  un- 
dertaking of  thla  nature,  that  they 
appoint  a  representative  to  gather  In- 
formation from  places  where  thla  sys- 
tem la  In  operation. 

I  notice  that  many  papers  and  maga- 
zines are  giving  prominence  to  the  ex- 
travagant methoda  of  the  retail  mer- 
chant In  conducting  hla  business,  par- 
ticularly in  regard  to  delivery.  They 
blame  the  merchant  for  pampering  hla 
customers,  and  they  also  point  out  the 
thoughtlessness  of  the  customers  along 
the   same   lines. 

Some  month*  ago  a  correspondent  -In 
The  Colonist,  in  reply  to.  a  letter  of 
mine  regarding  this  matter,  gave  fig- 
urea  regarding  tha  coat  of  delivery  in 
Victoria,  Ha  baaed  hla  figures  on  a 
lower  percentage  for  the  coat  of  de- 
livery than  that  which  I  have  above 
given.  .  He  estimated  that  it  cost  $144,- 
000  a  year  to  deliver  grooerlea  In  Vic- 
toria, and  that  by  a  systematic  co- 
operative delivery  service  a  saying  of 
$90,000  on  groceries  alone  could  be 
made.  He  gave  equally  interesting 
Xlgurea  for  meats,  broad,  milk,  etc, 
and  went*- on  to  ahow  that  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  could  be  saved 
annually    by    co-operative   delivery. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council. 
laat  week,  Mr.  Webb,  a  representative 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  made 
the  statement  that  In  one  block, 
through  actual  count  made  by  himself, 
"eight  bread  wagons  and  twenty-three 
milk  carta,  from  different  retailers,  a 
day  took  care  of  the  demands  of  the 
consumers."  I  Just  mention  this  to 
ahow  that  all  classes  of  the  commun- 
ity are  alive  to  this  question. 

It  Would  appear  to  me  that  In  set- 
ting before  the  cltixena  a  plan  of  co- 
operative delivery,  we  should  ensure 
ourselves,  firstly,  that  tho  underlying 
principles  of  the  scheme  are  sound, 
and  secondy  that  tha  Ume  to  bring  It 
before  the  citizens  Is  opportune.  In 
support  of  the  first,  I  would  ask  each 
one  of  you  to  assume  that  the  entire 
retail  bualness  of  the  olty  of  Victoria 
waa  under  the  direction  of  one  man- 
ager. Do  you  for  one  moment  sup- 
pose that  thla  manager  would  permit 
eaph  store  to  operate  lta  own  delivery 
service  and  have  them  overlapping? 
No.  He  would  immediately  organise 
a  delivery  system  which  would  take 
care  of  the  entire  distribution  of  the 
city,  and  thus  largely  reduce  the  coat. 
Thla  establishes  the  principle  of  co- 
operative  delivery. 

Secondly:  Surely  If  there  ever  waa 
a  time  when  we  should  all  Join  In 
a  common  effort  to  avoid  all  business 
extravagance,  and  thus  reduce  the  bur- 
den placed"  on  the  consumer  and  help 
to  remove  that  ever  present  skeleton, 
"High  Cost  of  Living*/  surely  the  time 
la  now.

I 
stxoi  Omt  feature  la  my  letter  oa  a 
land  settlement  plan  far  returned  sol- 
diers which  samaaaaS  On  your  issue  of 
Dec  emu  at  Slat  of  loot  year,  and  In  my 
address  before  tho  Beard  of  Trade 
early  thla  year. 

It  should,  however,  bo  clear  that"  no 
plan  could  ho  adopted  unto  a  thor- 
ough loaus'aplikal  examination-  of  tbo 
area  to  uaamfilaa  a  aslf  (owtajatd  set- 
tlement had  bean  made.

LONDON,  Nov.  4. — Dr.  Addison,  one 
of  the  chief  officials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions,  told  a  party  of  Journalists 
visiting  Woolwich  Araennl  yesterday 
that  he  calculated  Britain  would  be  en- 
tirely Independent  of  foreign  steel  sup- 
plies by  March  next.  During  the  Somme 
offensive  the  expenditure  on  armaments 
was  about  tan  times  the  weekly  rata  oa 
what  it  was  in  the'  month  of  January, 
but  there  are  more  filled  sheila  in 
France  today  .than  there  were  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war. 

With      special      reference    to    trie    steel 
supply,  Dr.  Addison  said: 

"The  more  Great  Britain  was  depend- 
ent upon  a  neutral  country  the  more 
waa  she  waging  war  at  a  disadvantage. 
One  of  the  advantages  of  making  things 
at  home  was  to  save  vast  sums  o. 
money,  apart  altogether  from  what  was 
lost  on  exchange." 

He  gave  an  Interesting  forecast, 
which  was  that  as  Great  Britain  was 
providing  extensions  of  steel  work  at  a 
probable  saving  of  something  like  130,- 
000,000    a    year,    Great   Britain  "  would.

Aubrey 
Kent,  of  thla  city,  who  la  in  the  OF.A. 
in  Franca  He  writes  to  Mr.  Phil  Aus- 
tin, a  brother  of  the  deceased  soldier. 

Gnr.  Austin,  it  Is  stated,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  a  detachment  of  the  Canadian 
Artillery  engaged  in  conveying  supplies 
to  the  advanced  positions,  Capt.  Shaw, 
also  of  Victoria,  being  In  command. 
There  was  a  halt  called  suddenly  owing 
to  encountering  an  obstacle  In  the  road, 
and  shortly  after  a  shell  exploded  near 
the  column  killing  and  wounding  a 
number  of  the  horses.

It  waa  then 
Gnr.  Austin  waa  missed,  but  nothing 
was  thought  of  it  because  It  waa  be- 
lieved be  bad  fallen  In  at  another  part 
of  the  column  and  would  rejoin  his  sec- 
tor later. 

Subsequently  it  waa  discovered  that 
ha  had  not  reported  for  duty,  and  a 
number  of  men  were  detailed  to  return 
and  make  a  search.  They  found  the 
body  near  the  scene  of  the  short  atop. 
Gnr.  Austin  had  been  killed  by  one  of 
the  shells  which  the  Germans  had  plac- 
ed in  the  locality  during  the  night

HELP  ALLIED  CAUSE 


MNl 
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.ondon  Times  Correspondent 
Pays  Tribute  to  Messrs.  Mor- 
gan—War Has  Strengthened 
Capacity  of  U.  S.  for  Defence. 


In  his  recent  review  of  the  work  Of 
the  British  Ministry  of  Munitions,  Mr. 
Montague  referred  more  than  once  to 
the  part  played  by  Amerlean  manufac- 
turers. Contrary,  however,  to  the  sup- 
position* of  thoae  who  had  watched  the 
exports  Hate  of  war  material  from  the 
United  States  destined  for  tbe  Allies. 
one  statement  of  his  was  agreeably 
surprising— that  the  whole  of  the  Brit- 
ish Army  overseas  had  been  equipped 
with'  rifles  and  machine  guns  solely 
from  British  and  not  a,t  all  from  Am- 
erican sources.  In  regard  to  light 
■hell,  the  American  orders  fifteen 
months  ago  amounted  to  70  per  cent 
of  the  total  output.  But  now.  Britain 
was .  "able  to  do  altogether  without  any 
American  supply  of  light  shell  bodies, 
and  these  orders  are  In  process  of 
being  discontinued."  In  the  matter  of 
heavy  shell,  Mr.  Montague  declared 
that  "American  supplies  have  been  In- 
valuable during  the  development  of  the 
new  factories,  and  the  orders  are  still 
required."  But  If  the  domestic  end 
Canadian  output  comes  up  to  the  ex- 
Hotvtlon,  "we  ought  ultimately  to  be 
tble  to  do  without  American  shell  al- 
together." 

Mr.  Montagu  referred  to  Messrs. 
Morgan  A  Co'y.,  Britain's  purchasing 
igents  in  the  United  States,  expressing 
'admiration  for  the  way  in  which  they 
tad  the  American  contractors  have  or- 
tanlsed  a  portion  of  their  great  Indus- 
trie* for  the  output  of  munitions." 

In  connection  with  this  last  refer* 
»nce,  a  correspondent  of  The  Candor. 
rimes,  who  la  conversant  with  condi- 
tions In  the  United  States,  such  as 
iffect  tbe  handling  of  war  orders, 
sritss: 

"I  was  glad  to  read  that  acknowl- 
edgment, for  I  know  it  to  be  thorough- 
ly deserved.  We  made  no  mistake  when 
we  entered  into  the  Morgan  contract, 
it  has  turned  out  a  good  thing  for  us 
and  our  Allies,  and  It  has  been  equally 
tdvattageoua  to  the  United  States.  In 
the  early  months  of  the  war  all  tho 
Allied  Governments  were  competing 
furiously  with  one  another  for  Am- 
irloan  goods  and  products.  Not  only 
that,  but  the  naval  and  military  au- 
thorities attached  to  each  Government 
were  likewise  bidding  against  each 
ither  for  tbe  same  commodities.'  And. 
In  addition,  all  the  Allied  capitals  were 
overrun  with  Amerlean  agents  and  con- 
tractors on  the  hunt  for  orders.  The 
results  may  be  easily  Inferred.  Prices 
toarei  sky  high;  many  contracts  were 
■n-.de  with  Irresponsible  persona  and 
vlth  'Arms  of  Inadequate  resources; 
:here  was  a  very  serious  risk  of  our 
est  dag  late  the  wrong  hands,  receiving 
poor'  service,  and  accumulating  an 
meratatb  of  litigation  and  resentment.

Want  Messrs.  Morgan  Mave  Done. 

"What  the  Morgan  cony-act  has  done 
for  the  Allies  is  this.  It  has  knocked 
out   the  men   of  straw   and   the   gam- 

.^P*  \&  &"  Dl»*«*  tJUL  contracts,  for 
war  material  In  the.  hands  Of  some  of 
of  tbe  best  and  biggest  firms  in  the 
country.  It  has  brought  system  and 
cohesion,  local  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence, into  the  business  of  allotting  or- 
aers,  of  arranging  terms,  of  settling 
on  the  spot  the  innumerable  and  com- 
plex details  that  enter  into  all  -  manu- 
facturing enterprises.  Mr.  Uoyd 
George  declared  last  year  in  tbe  House 
of  Commons  that  the  arrangement  with 
Messrs.  Morgan  had  saved  the  Allies 
millions  of  pounds  sterling.  He  was 
quite  right.  How  many  millions  I  do 
not  know.  But  I  should  judge  that 
what  has  been  paid  te  the  firm  in  com- 
missions has  returned  to  tho  Govern- 
ment multiplied  something  llko  twelve 
times  over  in  the  economic,  they  have 
been  the  means  of  effecting. 
'  On  the  other  hand,  America,  as  a 
whole,  has  equally  benefited.  The  un- 
businesslike way  in  which  orders  were 
being  dispensed  at  tbe  beginning  qf  the 
war  was  as  bad  for  Americans  as  for 
the  Allies.  Had  it  continued,  American 
prosperity  would  have  been  spotty  and 
feverish,  and  accompanied  by  a  gather- 
ing sense  on  the  part  of  the  Allies 
that  they  were  not  getting  their 
money's  worli.  It  was  lust  as  vital 
for  the  Americans  as  for  us  that  the 
Job  of  awarding  contract*  and  making 
purchases  to  the  amount  of  several 
hundred  millions  sterling  should  be 
guided  by  some  central  and  competent 
organisation.  Such  an  organisation  was 
only  called  Into  being  when  the  Morgan 
contract  was  completed. 

Test  Mew  rectories. 

'  Mr,  Montagu  in  his  tribute  mention- 
ed also  the  American  contractors  who 
have  engaged  In  the  munitions  bjsl- 
nesa  In  the  past  six  months  I  havo 
seen  more  than  a  little  of  what  they 
have  accomplished;  and  It  struck  me 
as  a  remarkable  record  of  American 
energy  and  adaptability.  I  went,  for  In- 
stance, over  one  plant  at  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut,  owned  by  the  Remington 
Arms  and  Ammunition  Company,  where 
the  first  sod  was  turned  In  December, 
1114,  where  work  began  on  the  main 
buildings  In  the  following  March,  and 
where,  by  the  middle  of  last  November, 
In  spite  of  labor  troubles,  a  factory 
with  a  floor  area,  of  about  1,500,000 
square  fset  had  been  erected  and  75 
per  cent  of  the  machinery  was  install- 
ed and  in  operation.  I  went  over  an- 
other at  II Ion,  New  York,  owned  by 
the  same  firm,  and  given  up  to  the 
manufacture  of  rifles.  They  got  tbe 
contract  in  November,  ltlt,  they 
bought  the  necessary  land  tbe  day 
after,  within  a  week  work  had  begun, 
and  by  the  middle  of  the  following 
April  everything  wns  ready,  and  400,- 
000  square  feet  of  new  plant  had  come 
Into  existence. 

'I  went,  too,  over  the  Baldwin  Loco- 
motive works  in  Philadelphia,  which 
had  taken  on  some  2,000  extra  men  for 
making  shells,  and  was  In  addition 
building  two  considerable  factories  else- 
where In  the  city.  I  visited  also  the 
Mldvale  Steel  Company  close  by.  the 
head  of  which.  Mr.  W.  K.  Corey*  Is  one 
of  the  first  steel  men  In  the  country. 
This  firm  has  sunk  not  far  short  of 
tt.0ee.eo*  in  the  manufacture  of  abatis 
and  howitzers.  I  likewise  visited  Kddy- 
etona,  n  few  miles  away,  where  the 
Bddystone  Ammunition  Company  have 
put  up  a  factory  that  In  full  operation 
will  employ  MOO  men  In  turning  out 
shells;  and  Where  also  another  vast 
rifle  plant,  employing  nrrhnatslj  e»sae 
11.000  people,  has  been  erected  by  the 
Remington  Company,  of  Delaware. 

Besedee  this  I  wns  shewn  ever  the 
Du  Pont  Company,  werka  opneutts 
WUsesnflton.  They  oomprtse  seme  too 
different  building*,  and  cover  an  area 
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of  six  square  miles,  and  the  firm  as  a 
whole,  on  account  of  the  war,  has  in- 
vested nearly  £10,000,000  In  new  ma- 
chinery and  plant,  employs  over  60,000 
men  where  two  years  ago  It  employed 
fewer  than  MOO,  and,  as  its  president 
publicly  announced  a  little  while  ago, 
is  now  producing  370,000,000  .  Ibu.  m  of 
military  powder  a,  year.  jffd.  finally, 
I  went  to  Bethlehem,  where  Mr.  Charles 
M.  Schwab,  the  'steel  genius  4f  the 
United  States,  with  5S.000  men'  In  his 
employment,  is  turning  out  Bhells,  guns 
and  forglngs  at  a  rate  and  in  quantities 
Krupps  might  envy.    

An  Entirely  Mew  Industry. . 

"When  the  war  broke  out,  America 
broadly  speaking,  Was  Innocent  of  the 
art  of  making  munitions.  A  few  com- 
panies here  and  there  were  engaged 
In  the  manufacture  of  war  material 
as  a  side  line.  "The  situation  was  that 
the  United  States,  while  enormously 
rich  In  the  raw  material  of  munitions, 
was  short  of  the  necessary  machinery; 
and  that  the  Government  arsenals 
monopolised  most  of  what  there  was 
of  the  munitions  Industry.  To  the  ma- 
jority of  tbe  manufacturers  who  have 
taken  it  up  in  the  United  States  the 
business  was  a  new  one.  This  ac- 
counts for  some  inevitable  failures  and 
delays.  It  also  helps  to  explain  why, 
•  an  a  whole,  American  manufacturers, 
in  spite  of  all  the  tales  to  tbe  con- 
trary, bave  not  reaped  any  extravagant 
profits. 

"For  most  of  the  manufacturers  the 
estimated  profits  soon  became  subject 
to  vary  substantial  discounts.  They 
had  to  build  new  factories;  they  had 
to  i natal  new  machinery;  they  had  to 
devise  large  and  expensive  systems  of 
protecting  their  works;  they  had  to 
get  together,  to  train,  and  to  weld  into 
a  harmonious  whole  a  vast  body  of 
labor;  they  had  to  pay  through  the 
nose  for  the  indispensable  raw  ma- 
terials, tools,  and  machines;  they  had 
to  meet  repeated  demands  for  higher 
wages;  they  were  engaged  In  a  cease- 
less, grinding  fight  against  time,  which 
Is  by  all  odds  the  most  expensive  of 
industrial  commodities;  and  the  indus- 
try Into  which  they  had  ventured  la 
one  conducted  on  the  most  rigid  speci- 
fications, with  the  smallest  possible 
allowance  for  error,  with  every  Item 
In  the  output  obliged  to  stand  the 
tests  of  a  most  vigilant  Inspection  by 
foreign  experts,  and  demanding  mach- 
inery a  very  large  proportion  of  which, 
being  useless  for  any  other  purpose, 
will  have  to  be  scrapped  when  tbe  war 
is  over.  From  what  I  have  seen,  I 
should  say  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  American  flrma  thhthave  taken 
~up  the  munitions  business  will  be  well 
satisfied  if  they  emerge  with  ordinary 
profit. 

"The  war  has  enriched  the  United 
States  with  a  new  and  vital  Industry. 
It  has  laid  the  foundations  of  Its  pres- 
ent prosperity.  It  has  shifted  the 
whole  balance  of  International  com- 
merce and  finance  enormously  to  tho 
advantage  of  America.  But,  above 
everything  else  It  has  Immeasurably 
strengthened  America's  capacity  for  de- 
fence. It  has  enabled  America  to 
gather  tbe  experience  that  will  prove 
when  her  hoar  of  peril  strikes  an  asset 
of  Incomparable  value  and  potency. 
The  plants  that  have  been  erected  to 
fulfil  our  orders,  tho  Inner  that  has 
been  trained,  and  tho  skill  and  knowl- 
edge that  have  been  s massed  are  so 
many  national  advantages  that  cannot 
be  improvised  and  that  nothing  else  can 
replace.

A  British  officer  serving  on  the 
Sum  me   front   says: 

I've  had  an  extremely  Interesting 
afternoon  today  Interrogating  German 
prisoners.  First  and  foremost,  we  had 
to  plough  our  way  through  the  rain 
over  fields  of  mud  ankle-deep  to  the 
concentration  camp  where  the  prisoners 
were.  They  were  absolutely  fresh  from 
the  trenches,  only  having  been  taken  a 
few  days  ago. 

The  first  one  I  spoke  to  was  a  Jnger 
of  the  28th  Berlin  Regiment  He  didn't 
speak  English;  I  asked  him  a  question 
or  two  in  my  limited  German.  He  was 
SI  years  old,  and  had  a  wife  and  two 
children  in  Berlin.  The  separation  al- 
lowance his  wife  receives  from  the  Ger- 
man Government  is  1  mark  50  pfennigs 
(Is.  6d.)  per  day  and  60  pfennigs  (6<L) 
for  each  of  the  children.  He  had  been 
at  the  front  since  the  outbreak  of  war, 
and  was  very  glad  he  had  been  made  a 
prisoner.  He  was  quite,  an  intelligent- 
looking  chap— evidently  typical  of  the 
soldier  Germany  first  put  In  the  field. 

We  then  passed  on  to  another  chap 
who  was  a  Feldwebel  (equivalent  to  our 
sergeant-major)  In  a  regiment  of  In- 
fantry from  the  Rhlna  He  spoke  a  lit- 
tle English,  which  he  had  learned  at 
school  and  picked  up  on  the  English 
front  He  was  a  very  fine-looking  chap 
— very  smart  and  soldlerllka  He  was 
not  glad  to  be  a  prisoner,  he  said,  a  typi- 
cally arrogant  Hun,  and  evidently  ruler 
of  the  roost  among  the  other  prisoners, 
for  they  were  very  respectful  to  him 
when  he  spoke  to  them.  I  thought  at 
the  time  he  typified  the  Unter-Offlzler 
one  used  to  reed  about  when  disclosures 
were  made  In  the  papers  about  the 
treatment  meted  out  by  German  officers 
and  non-commissioned  officers  to  thslr 
subordinate!".  His  manner,  whilst  ex- 
tremely respectful  to  ns,  .clearly  said, 
"You've  got  me  here,  but  there's  plenty 
of  others  who  will  finish  you  off."  When 
questioned  as  to  what  he  thought  of  the 
war.  he  said  he  was  sure  the  Germans 
would  win  and  that  the  war  would  be 
over  by  Christmas.  He  admitted  that 
one  of  the  difficulties  they  had  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Wurtembuergem, 
Saxons,  and  other  Germanic  peoples  dis- 
liked the  Prussians  intensely. 

We  then  wandered  en  to  another  man, 
who  was  quite  wining  to  talk.  He  had 
been  a  waiter  In  the  grill  of  the  Savoy 
for  four  years,  and  so  spoke  very  good 
English.  He  was  a  Berliner  with  a  wife 
and  family.  He  had  been  at  the  front 
since  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  waa  In 
the  Infantry.  He  had  the  Iron  Ones. 
2nd  clams,  for  two  years*  distinguished 
field  sei  vice;  He  was  surprised  when 
taken  prisoner  by  us.  as  he  said  they 
had  no  idea  the  British  were  opposing 
them;  they  thought  they  were  still 
dealing  with  the  Friost  Ho  said  that 
the  Oermane  feared  tat  far  more  than 
anyone  else.

Tho  adequate  aaowor  to  that 
Question  haa  not  pot  boon  found.  It 
•a  hot  evsn  oartala  that  tha  main  prin- 
ciples which  should  ho  observed  la 
solving  tho  problem  aro  pot  fully 
grasped.  For  example,  wo  aro  In  dan- 
car  of  thinking;  that  oar  responsibility 
for  tho  woundsd  soldier  •■  fuiniled 
Whoa  ha  is  ho  longer  hi  for  military 
■ervice,  aad  when  ho  is  pensioned  and 
discharged  from  tha  army.  When  thus 
discharged  he  loses  the  benefit  of 
tho  special  treatment  provided  while 
he  remains  in  uniform,  and  he  Is  at 
once  thrown  upon  the  lists  of  the  el- 
ready  overworked  panel  doctors.  Thta 
will  not  do  at  all.  The  nation''  haa ,  a 
larger  and  longer  responsibility  to  its 
disabled  veterans  than  that.

Mr.  J.  A.  Taylor,  the  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada,  has  received  the  following  In- 
teresting letter  from  the  honorary  sec- 
retary of  the  "Khaki"  Prisoners  of  War 
Fund,  which  is  also  known  as  the  Brit* 
Ish  Prisoners  in  Germany  Fund: 

"In  reply  to  your  favor  to  hand  this 
morning,  I  have  pleasure  in  Informing 
you  that  the  method  of  procedure  of 
this  fund  Is  as  follows: 

"Money  Is  collected  by  appeals  to  the 
public,   through  the  "Khaki"     Magaaine 
and  by  circular;   such  money  is  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  "Khaki"  Prisoners 
of  War  Fund,  London  Joint  Stock  Bank, 
Klngsway  Branch.   A  meeting  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee,  composed  of  Messrs. 
K.  Basil  Peto,  M.  P..  chairman;  the  Rt. 
Hon.  Viscount  Peel,  honorary  treasurer; 
the   Rt    Hon.    Lord   Leigh;'  Sir   Edward 
Gouldlng,  Bart..  M.  P.,  Is  held  monthly, 
and  at  each  meeting  the  minutes  of  the 
preceding  meeting  are  read,  a  statement 
of   receipts    and    expenditures    for      the 
month   is  submitted.     A   balance  sheet. 
audited   by  a  chartered  accountant.     4s 
submitted  and  published  quarterly.     At 
each  meeting  a   list  of  proposed     pur- 
chases is  submitted   for     consideration, 
and   the;  secretary   is  authorised   to  ex- 
pend an  amount  In  accordance  with  the 
decision  of  the  commtltee.

Consignments    are   also 
sen«/to  the  British  Senior  N.  C.  O.'a  hi 
charge  of  various  camp*  In  Germany  In 
order    that    newly    captured    men      and 
men  who  are  In  receipt  of  fsw  or  no 
parcels  from  home,  shall  be  able  to  ob- 
tain the  necesssry  food  at  once.    There 
Is  ample  evidence  that  these  bulk  con- 
signments are  very  necessary,  and  reach 
their  destination  Uftact.  and  are 
ly  appreciated  by  the  men.

Making  of  Motion  Picture  Rec- 
ord of  British  Activity  on 
Somme  Front  Was  Danger- 
ous Undertaking. 


In  view  of  the  great  Interest  which 
Is  being  taken,  both  in  England  and 
on  this  continent,  in  the  wonderful 
activity  of  the  British  forces  in  the 
great  Somme  offensive,  a  description 
of  the  activities  and  the  "unhealthy" 
localities  which  were  the  choice  of 
the  photographer,  given  by  a  corre- 
spondent of  The  Sheffield  Independent, 
England,  becomes  of  interest.  He 
writes: 

The  pictures  of  the  Somme  battle 
have  made  us  speculate  about  the 
man  who  took  them.  He  was  so  evi- 
dently looking  for  trouble  when  he 
stood  turning  the  handle  of  his  ma- 
chine in  such  places.  And  did  he 
himself  really  know  what  he  was  do- 
ing? Was  he  aware  that  he  was 
really  the  eyes  of  the  unborn,  witness- 
ing for  a  world  that  as  yet  Is  not 
what  British  Tommies  did  at  Arma- 
geddon?

So  urgent  is  the  need  and  so  serious  is  the  condition  of  the 
six  million  of  Jewish  people  in  Russian-Poland  that  the  demand 
upon  the  Relief  Stations  in  Europe  has  exhausted  ,any  and  all 
supplies  they  have  had  on  hand  for  the  Winter.

TURKS  ARE  HORRIFIED' 

CON  STAN  TINDPL.B,  Nor.  4.— Turkish 
airplanes  have  dropped  a  number  of 
bombs  on  Sues  add  Port  Tewfik  and  on 
the  British  railway  east  of  the  Sues 
Canal,  says  the  Turkish  official  an- 
nouncement today.  The  etatement 
reads: 

•our  aeroplanes  dropped  a  number  of 
bombs  successfully  on  Sues  and  Port 
Tewfik,  as  well  as  on  the  British  rail- 
way east  of  the  canal. 

"The  Russians,  who  do  not  wish  to 
allow  themselves  to  be  outstripped  upon 
the  path  pursued  by  their  Allies  fight- 
ing for  International  law,  recently  have 
found  their  navy  in  the  Black  Sea  em- 
ployment full  of  glory.  Imitating*  tho 
Anglo-French  fleet  on  the  Aegean  Sea 
coast  they  land,  under  protection  of 
their  artillery,  bands  of  brigands  at 
various  points.  These  men  do  not  other 
military  service  than  to  pillage  property 
of  our  peaceable  and  defenceless  people 
and  aet  fire  to  their  houses.  Thla  done, 
the  Russian  fleet  after  re-erabarklng 
these  chivalrous  soldiers  of  the  civiliz- 
ing Kntente,  withdrawn  to  Ito ,  home 
porta.

at  the  second  battle  of  Tores.  They 
crossed  tba  channel  and  the  Bay  of  Bis- 
cay to  "a  rotten  tub.  which  pitched  and 
rolled  abominably  for  three  and  a  half 
days.  Wo  slept  away  forward  next  to 
tbo  horses  on  bafee  of  bay.  J«at  like 
sleeplag  out  In  a  thunderstorm,  for  tbo 
air  waa  so  close  and  bat  that  It  waa 
continually  condensing  on  tba  roof  above 
and  dripping  down,  spaklBaT  us  to  tbe 
skin  almost.  I  hope  I  bare  seen  my 
last  troopship.  Bully  beef  and  hardtack 
fpr  three  whole  days,  and  practically  no 
chance  to  wash.  "Bo  they  were  not 
•orry  when  they  anchored  outside  the 
town  of  St  Naxaire,  on  tbo  west  coast 
of  France.  Here  they  were  put  in  box 
cars  and  had  a  "vary  happy"  trip  across 
France  of  two  days,  when  they  reached 
their  destination  at  tbo  "back  of  the 
front  '  somewhere  lpr Franco." "  The  2nd 
Battery  waa  in  the  thick  of  the  terrible 
second  battle  of  Ypres.  wildly  galloping 
along  roads  while  the  German  bullets 
sounded  aa  If  "a  swarm  Of  angry  wasps 
was  busting  around— kits,  dead  and  dy- 
ing horses  and  other  things  lying  on  the 
roadside.  Ho  sooner  had  we  got  to  our 
objective  than  we  were  ordered  to '  take 
dp  our  old  positions..  Bo  back  we  posted 
through  It  all  again." 

For  over  two  weeks  this  battery  waa 
lit  action,  during  which  time  the  men 
obtained'  only  three  hours  sleep  a  day. 
After'  this  they  Went  Into  much  appro* 
elated  "rest  billets"  for  a  while;  and 
later  on  in  the  same  Summer  (1916). 
Col.  Robinson  (having  been  promoted 
on  the  field)  with  three  Others  from  bio 
battery,  waa  recommended  for  a  com- 
mission.  He  waa  offered  one  In  the  in- 
fantry, but  preferred  remaining  In  the 
artillery,  and  early  in  November  waa 
given  a  lieutenancy  In  that  branch  of 
tba  service.  He  waa  then  attached  to 
the  Ammunition  \  Column,  and  after- 
wards to  the  Ird  Battery  of  the  Xst 
Brigade,  where  ho  remained  at  the 
front  all  the  Winter  of  1»16-1«.  In 
April  he  waa  "leal'.'  to  the.  French  Mor- 
tar Battery,  where  there  waa  a  abort- 
age  of  officers,  for  about  three  weeks, 
and  in  fact  ho  waa  doWn  in  the  trenches 
when  he  was  "hit"  on  May  1  and  se- 
verely, though' not  dangerously  wound- 
ed In  the  tort  arm  and  back.

She  (Miss  Anoldi)  baa 
flven  up  her  house  for  the  benefit  of 
wounded  Canadian  officers  and  to  a 
mother  to  them  during  their  stay*  there. 
Having  been  discharged  from  this  hos- 
pital. Lieut  Robinson  waa  given  three 
months  leave — he  had  been  fifteen 
months  at  the  front  before  being 
wounded — and  has  spent  the  most  de- 
lightful of  Summers  in  England  and 
Scotland,  being  treated  everywhere  with 
that  wonderful  klndneas  and  warm- 
hearted hospitality  of  which  letters 
from  the  Canadian's  in  England  are  full.

Cougar  Ikes  personality  waa  reflected 
In  everything  pertaining  to  "Th*  Hotel 
da  Oougar."  from  th*  old  coal  oil  ©aa 
fixed  ap  to  keep  th*  mice  and  floor  eepar- 
ated.  to  th*  broken  firebox  of  tha  stove, 
oat  of  which  hot  ashes  kept  dropping 
on  tha  floor.  Undoubtedly  th*  hostelry 
would  have  been  burned  to  the  ground 
long  ago  only  for  th*  management's  In- 
genuity In  having  a  plentiful  supply  of 
ashes  around  th*  stove  so  that  hot  cin- 
ders falling  were  separated  from  the 
floor  With  a  layer  of  cold  ashes.

The  article  «oos  on  to  state  that  the 
tendency  in  Canada,  hss  boon  \  towards 
tho  building  of  wooden  vessels  which. 
In  this  Province  received  a  great  stimu- 
lua  by  tho  passing  of  tha  British  Coi- 
umbiA  Shipping  Act,  but  recently  steel 
construction  has  come  to  the  foro  eiso, 
and  three  vessels  of  8.840  tons  bavo 
boon  contracted  for.  two  with  the  Wal- 
lace Shipyard,  North  Vancouver,  and 
tha  Other  with  the  steel  fabricating 
plant  of  Messrs.  J.  Coughlsn  A  Sons. 
Vancouver. 

These  three  vessels  Are  to  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  |3,6oe,000  and  Are  be- 
ing constructed  for  Norwegian  interests. 
It  is  atatod  that  negotiation*  are  in 
progress  for  tonnage  that  will  involve 
an  outlay  of  over  f  10,000,000  for  these 
two  yards. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  It  all  thia  ton- 
nage Is  contracted  for,  It  will  moan  that 
thousands  of  hands  will  be  employed 
and  huge  supplies  will  be  purchased  la 
this  Province,  thus  producing  tho  In- 
dustrial and  commercial  stability  which 
was  lack  la*-  during  tho  period  of  boom 
and  rapid  growth. 

Tha  writer  states  that  while  pre- 
viously the  opinion  prevailed  in  ship- 
ping and  shipbuilding  circles  that  char- 
ters and  freight  rates  were  only  tem- 
porarily high,  it  Is  now  admitted  that 
rates  will  remain  high  for  several  years 
After  the  war,  as  It  will  be  impossible 
to  Immediately  fill  the  void  caused  by 
the  tremendous  destruction  of  tonnage. 

The  seeking  of  virgin  trade-fields  is 
advocated,  such  as  Russia,  for  instance, 
for  the  handling  of  which  pre-war  ton- 
nage would  not  suffice.  With  this  view 
the  professed  opinion  of  some  of  the 
shrewdest  shipping  interests  in  the 
world— lAteresto  which  Are  willing  to 
back  their  opinion  to  an  amount  esti- 
mated At  1200,000,000  in  ship  construc- 
tion— It  Is  the  opportunity  of  British 
Columbia  shipyards  to  construct  steel 
vessels  for  the  water  borne  trade  for  a 
period  of  several  years  anyway  which 
may  Involve  the  construction  of  many 
times  the  number  of  vessels  now  con- 
tracted for  and  In  process  of  negotia- 
tion. 

Mast  slave  Stool  Industry 

It  naturally  follows  that  with  the 
building  of  each  ship  there  Is  gathered 
the  greater  experience  on  the  part  of 
the  shipbuilders  with  the  consequent 
reduction  Of  operating  costs.  After  re- 
marking on  the  steel  situation  and  the 
necessity  for  co-operation  between  the 
Provincial  And  Dominion  governments  to 
ensure  shipbuilders  In  this  Province 
Against  all  inequality,  whether  operat- 
ing or  pertaining  to  costs  Of  materials, 
so  for  aa  they  Adversely  effect  ship- 
building hero  ss  compered  with  ship- 
yards on  the  Peclnc  Coast  of  the  United 
states,  the  article  concludes: 

"The  true  and  permanent  settlement 
of  British  Columbia  as  a  shipbuilding 
centre  lies  in  a  direction  Just  hinted  at 
Above.  If  British  Columbia  is  to 
Amount  to  Anything  in  a  Urge  indus- 
trial way  It  must  lie  in  the  develop- 
ment of  its  iron  ore  rosourcee  which 
are  known  to  exist  in  quantities  which 
warrant  its  development  and  Which  are 
of  such  a  content  that  they  can  be 
readily  reduced  Into  merchantable  pig. 
When  a  sufficient  supply  of  pig  Iron  can 
be  guaranteed  It  wilt  not  take  long  for 
steel  producers  to  come  here  end  erect 
Bessemer  converters  and  open-earth  fur- 
naces with  Accompanying  rolling  mills 
And  other  steel  equipment  necessary  for 
the  production  of  the  finished  stool 
srttcle.  Herein  Ties  en  opportunity  for 
enterprise  which  I"  fraught  with  the 
gravest  consequences  to  our  permanent 
prosperity.**

WILL  SPEND  MEJJNS 


Activity  in  Auxiliary  Schooner 
Construction  Still  on  the 
Increase — Work  in  Local 
Shipyards  Progressing. 


Reports  from  the  Vancouver  ship- 
yards as  well  ss  from  the  local  plant 
of  the  Cameron-Genoa  Mills  Shipbuild- 
ers, Limited,  Indicate  that  very  satis- 
factory progress  Is  being  made  la  the 
building  of  the  fleet  of  wooden  schoon- 
ers which  form  only  the  nucleus  of 
British  Columbia's  future  marina  car- 
riers. 

The  celling  of  Schooner  No.  1  under 
construction  at  the  -  local  plant  is  now 
entirely  completed  end  the  planking  of 
tho  vessel  Is  well  on  the  way.  The  men 
have  Also  been  put  to  work  oa  the  cell- 
ing of  Schooner  No.  2  end  the  framing 
end  a  greet  deal  of  other  materlAla  for 
the  third  schooner,  which  is  to  bo 
named  the  Esquimau,  has  been  shaped 
and  is  all  ready  to  be  pieced  In  posi- 
tion. The  company,  however,  At  tho 
present  time,  is  keeping  the  men  en- 
gaged moetly  on  schooners  No.  1  and 
No.  S. 

As  announced  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Cameron 
At  the  keel-laying  ceremony  of  the 
Esquimau  on  September  7,  the  vessel' 
hae  been  chartered  at  a  good  figure  ana 
on  her  flrat  voyage  she  will  carry  lum- 
ber to  Australia  for  the  Canadian  Trad- 
ing Company.  It  Is  expected  that  tho 
Esquimau  will  be  ready  for  munching  In 
March  and  ehe  has  been  taken  for  May- 
June  loading. 

MalTdona  for  Schooners 
Wooden  '  shipbuilding  on  the  Pacific 
coast  is  still  Increasing  rapidly.  Plans 
for  another  large  shipbuilding  plant  in 
Seattle  ere  under  consideration  by  busi- 
ness men  of  that  city  end  details  of  the 
lnduetry,  which  will  build  wooden  ves- 
sels, are  now  being  worked  out. 

Announcement  that  andther  big  com- 
pany, capitalized  In  the  millions.  Is  be- 
ing formed  was  mode  by  F.  C.  Herley, 
of  Astoria,  during  a  visit  to  Soattlo  this 
week-end.  Mr.  Harley  says  that  he  has 
contracts  for  four  wooden  ships,  which 
will  be  built  At  an  aggregate  coat  of 
41,000,000  and  he  says  that  the  com- 
pany he  is  forming  has  other  orders  in 
sight.  The  location  of  the  site  end  de- 
tails of  the  project  will  be  Announced 
later. 

At  Portland,  Ore.,  the  Peninsula 
Shipbuilding  Company  hss  five  three- 
masters  under  construction,  the  first  of 
which  will  be  launched  November  26. 
Preparations  are  beiag  made  to  ensure 
the  continuation  of  work  unhampered 
throughout  the  Winter  end  for  this  pur- 
pose huge  shelter  sheds  are  being  built 
and  the  plant  is  being  enlarged  for  fu- 
ture business.  An  interesting  feature 
of  the  shelter  sheds  is  that  the  roof, 
clearance  from  tho  working  floor  of  SO 
feet,  affording  abundant  height  Above 
the  hull  for  raising  long  timbers  aloft. 

The  vessels  are  slightly  more  then 
2S0  feet  long,  with  a  beam  of  42.4 
feet  end  depth  of  hold  of  IS  feat,  10 
inches.  Their  tonnage  is  1.400  gross 
and  1,200  not,  with  a  deadweight  cAp- 
Actty  of  About  2,000  tons  on  a  draft 
of  20  feet  and  with  a  speed  of  eight 
knots,  being  driven  by  twin  Wlnton 
engines  of  SS0  indicated  horsepower. 
The  ships  have  big  hatches,  14  by  22 
feet,  and  steam  winches  will  be  In- 
stalled for  handling  cargo,  also  steam 
windlass  And  capstan  power  being  fur- 
nished from  a  donkey  boiler,  while 
electrical  installation  will  tajta  care 
of  the  lighting  system. 

Numerous  other  plants  oa  tho  Pa- 
clfle  Coast  are  active  in  the  building 
of  wooden  vessels,  end  as  quick  as 
they  are  launched  they  will  have  more 
business  offering  than  they  will  bo 
able  to  tike  cere  of.

BXT  OP  POWERS 

B.  C.  Union  Makes  Many 
Recommendations  to  Pro- 
vincial Legislature— Adopts 
Eighteen  Victoria  Proposals. 


Eighteen   of  the  recommendations   of 
the  Victoria  City  Council  were  adopted 
at  the  recent   convention  of   the  Union 
of     B.     C.     Municipalities     at     Vernon. 
These  recommendations  will  ha  made  to 
the   Provincial    Legislature   for   munici- 
pal legislation.     Three  of  the  city's  rec- 
ommendations ware  turned  down.    Vic- 
toria was  represented  at  the  convention 
by    Mayor    Stewart,    City    Comptroller 
Raymur  and  City  Solicitor  Hannlngton. 
The   greatest  •  disappointment   to   Vic- 
toria  waa    the    refusal    of  the    conven- 
tion to  ask  for  an  amendment  to   tne 
Municipal  Act  legalizing  a  special  board 
to  equalise  the  assessments  after 'they 
have  been  altered  by  a  civil  court  on 
appeal  from  the  municipal  court  of  re- 
vision. '  This  year  property  owners  who 
appealed  from  the  decisions  of  the  court 
of  revision  and  were  granted  reductions 
had  the  advantage  of  those  who  did  not 
appeal,  as. there  waa  no  after-equallaa- 
tion   of   the  assessments.     An   applica- 
tion   for   authorization    for   a  board   of 
equalisation  waa  refused  by  the  Legisla- 
ture last  Fall  on  the  understanding  that 
It  would  be  taken  up  If  endorsed  by  the 
Union  of  Municipalities. 

The  Victoria  recommendations  that 
were  adopted  by  the  union  are: 

1.  That  power  be  given  to  regulate  the 
weight  of  bread  and  that  the  power  now 
gtveA  to  compel  bakers  to  label  their 
bread  ahould  be  extended  so  aa  to  pro- 
hibit any  vendor  of  bread  from  selling 
bread  not  properly  labelled  or  of  less 
weight  than  shown  on  the  label. 

2.  That  power  be  given  to  compel 
bakers  to  wrap  bread. 

3.  That  power  be  given  to  regulate 
so-called    "runners"   for   hired    vehicles. 

4.  That  section.  64.  subsection  14«,  of 
the  Municipal  Act  be  amended  so  aa  to 
give  power,  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
cinders,  sootl  charred  sawdust  and  chem- 
ioal'f umes,  in  addition  to  smoke,  dust  or 
effluvia  as  at  present  provided. 

'  6.  That  power,  be  given  to  remove 
snow  from  sidewalks  and  roofs  at  the 
cost  of  abutting  owners,  and  also  to 
charge  any  street  railway  or  other  rail- 
way company  with  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  such  removal  on  any  street  traversed 
by  Its  line  of  railway. 

6.  That,  power  be  given  to  pass  by- 
laws "for  the  good  rule  and  govern- 
ment of  the  municipality." 

7.  That  debentures  or  other  obliga- 
tions given  to  secure  a  municipal  debt 
should  date  from  the  time  of  lasue  there- 
of, and  not  from  the  time  when  the  by-

In  addition  to  the  particular  matters 
brought  before  the  convention  by .  the 
delegates  from  Victoria,  the  following 
are  some  of  the  principal  recommenda- 
tions of  the  convention  affecting  the  "ity 
of  Victoria: 

1.  Inspection  of  all  milk  and  dairy 
premises  by  the  Provincial  Government 
together  with  regulations  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  sale  of  milk  and  milk 
products.

DEATH  OF  AVIATOR 

joe  Bouquet  Tails  While  Giving  Daring

SAN  DIEGO,  Nov.  4.— Making  a  cork- 
screw high  In  the  air  with  hla  aero- 
plane, in  which  he  had  been  thrilling 
thousands  with  his  flights  at  the  exhi- 
bition here,  Joe  Bouquet,  the  dare-devil 
aviator,  fell  to  his  death  shortly  before 
4  o'clock  this  afternoon  when  his  ma- 
chine plunged  to  earth  from  an  altitude 
of  1.000  feet. 

Bouquet  fell  inside  the  exposition 
grounds.  Guards  and  spectators  rushed 
to  the  spot  and  found  the  aviator's  body 
badly  crushed.  Death  waa  instantane- 
ous. He  waa  tt  years  old,  and  he  waa 
born  In  Normandy,  France.' 

Bouquet  was  recognised  as  perhaps  the 
most  daring  flyer  in  America,  and  pre- 
dicted a  few  days  ago  that  a  tri-plane 
would  soon  be  driven  from  Ban  Diego 
to  New  York  in  forty  hoars.
